County’s FY 2002 Budget Audit 
Shows $27.8K In Reserve Funds 


The Garrett County De 
partment of Financial Ser 
vices presented its final 
audit report of the county's 
FY 2002 budget to the.Gar 
rett County commissioners 
on Tuesday Ihe report 
shows the county has a ba 
lance of $27,767 in undesig 
nated/unreserved funds for 
FY 2002, according to Wen- 
dy Yoder, Financial Servic 
es director 

When these funds are 
added to the previous un 
designated/unreserved fund 
balance, the county shows a 
reserve balance of nearly 
$8.4 million. The comntis 
sioners indicated that some 
of the reserve may be used 
for continuing capital im 
provement projects 

Commissioner Fred Hol 
liday noted that the $8.4 
million reserve seemed like 
a large amount, but with 
upcoming projects, such as 
the proposed $10 million 
detention center, it actually 
was not. He added it would 
also make more sense to 
use a portion of the funds 
for one large project than 
"squander" it’ on several 
smaller ones 

Commissioner Wendell 
Beitzel also noted that the 
county was now nearly debt 
free. "There’s been a lot of 
turn-around in four years,” 
he said. The county was $4 
million in debt at that time, 
he said 

Following the favorable 
audit, the commissioners 
approved a $1,013,190 bud- 
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get carryover. These funds 
will be used for projects 
and department requests 
not completed or fulfilled in 
FY 2002. The Board of Ed 
ucation’s planetarium pro 
ject and renovations to Rt 
40 School and the media 
center at Southern High 
School are included in the 
carryovers 


Fhe Ruth Enlow Library, 
County Roads Department, 
Circuit Court, Department 
of Solid Waste and Recy- 
cling, General Services, and 
Department of Economic 
Development also have 
budget carryovers 

Additionally, the com 

missioners agreed to pro 
vide supplemental funding 
to the Garrett County 
‘Chamber of Commerce 
President Charlie Ross met 
with the commissioners last 
week and requested $68,783 
to help the chamber defray 
the cost of reprinting 70,000 
Vacation Guides. Because 
of an increase in requests, 
the chamber was left with 
only 30,000 guides. Without 
additional funding to re- 
print more of them, Ross 
said it would have virtually 
no guides to distribute until 
the new ones come out in 
March 2003 

The commissioners, how 
ever, decided to fund only 
54 percent of the cost

Bolden and his staff were 
selected because of their 
roles in rescuing nine Que 
creek coal miners in July of 
this year. The miners were 
trapped in a flooded shaft 
240 feet below the surface 
in Somerset County, Pa 

"Their efforts demon 
strated good old American 
teamwork and the pride of 
a grateful nation, whose 
attention was drawn to this 
rescue operation,” said 
Commissioner Ernie Gregg 
about the ‘Bolden crew 
"Without their effort and 
determination, the outcome 
may not have been as it 
was.” 

Bolden and seven of his 
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region, which has wind fatings very favorable for electricity generation, 
and another company, Clipper Energy, has proposed to build its own 
wind farm along Backbone Mountain within Garrett County. A Clipper 
spokesman said recently that his company is still waiting for an an- 
swer to its application to the Maryland Public Service Commission, 
and hopes to begin construction in the spring.

State Transportation Dept. Slates 
$50 Million For GC In Six-Year Plan 


Officials from the Mary 
land Department of Trans 
portation (MDOT) and the 
State Highway Administra- 
tion (SHA) were in Oak 
land recently to discuss the 
stat draft 2003-.008 Con 
solidated lransportation 
Program. The document, 
which outlines’ cwrrent, 
pending, and proposed 
transportation improvement 
projects, specifies $8.5 bil- 
lion in statewide spending 
over the six-year ptriod, 
down from last year’s plan 
that provided for a record 
expenditure of $9.3 billion 

Garrett County is slated 
to receive a total of $50.1 
million in transportation 
funds over the six-year plan 
The county project total is 
$16.3 million, which breaks 
down between recently 
completed, soon-to-be com 
pleted, and specific pro 
pe sed projects for the coun 
ty. Highway revenues, com 
posed of motor fuel tax, 
corporate income tax, and 
vehicle registration and 
titling taxes, are also allo 
cated to the county in the 
amount of $33.8 million for 
transportation uses as the 
county sees fit 

Over $5 million of coun 
ty project funds directed to 
Garrett are _ specifically 
targeted to fund four cate 
gories of work involving 
new projects scheduled to 
begin next year Those

Cost is projected at 
$1.5 million, with a start 
date in the Spring of 2003 
and a completion date in 
the summer of 2004 

®@Intersection- Improve 
ments: Turn lanes will: be 
added to Rt. 40 in Grants 
ville, where that road inter 
sects with Springs Road 
(Rt. 669) and Rt. 495. The 
cost is projected at $1.144 
million, with a start date of 
spring 2003 and a comple 
tion date of later that fall 

@New Truck Climbing 
Lane: A climbing lane and 
a brake check/stop area will 
be constructed along Rt. 42 
from south of Friendsville’s 
First Street/Maple Avenue 
intersection, northward to 
end: beyond Kisner Road 
Cost is projected at $2.288 
million, with a starting date 
of spring 2003 and a com- 
pletion date later that same 
fall 

Again this year, MDOT 
officials heard — requests 
from local representatives 
and citizens for the State to 
construct a bypass to.route 
Garrett Highway traffic 
around downtown Oakland. 
Among the local speakers 
were Oakland mayor Asa 
McCain, Del. George Ed- 
wards, and county commis- 
sioners Ernie Gregg and 
Wendell Beitzél (Commis- 
sion Fred Holliday was not 
present), each of whom 
stressed that an Oakland 
bypass project appeared to 
be the top priority of their 
constituents. 

"We haven't had a major 
road project in Garrett 
County since the mid-1970s, 
when the interstate went 
through in the northern 
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Donations Being 
Sought For Co. 
Trails Project 


A report this week from 
the Recreational Trails 
Task Force notes that the 
time has come to seek pri- 
vate donations to serve as 
"matching funds” required 
for various grant sources to 
be tapped for this initiative. 
Stepping forward to address 
that need, Jonathan "Smi- 
ley" Kessler, owner of Pine 
Lodge Steakhouse and Smi- 
ley’s Pizzeria & Fun Zone, 
presented the task force 
with a $1,000 donation and 
the promise to match that 
amount annually for five 
years. 

"I would like to challenge 
local businesses to follow 
suit and get behind this very 
worthwhile project that will 
benefit the whole county,” 
Kessler said. 

The Recreational Trails 
Task Force, created by the 
Garrett County commis- 
sioners to organize, devel 
op, and find money to build 
a countywide bike/hike trail 
system, has identified sever 
al funding sources for the 
project, according to task 
force chair Steve Green 
Federal, state, and private 
grants are available for this 
type Of venture; he said 

"Most of these funding 
sources require a portion of 
private dollars that can of 
ten times be leveraged into 
considerable funding avail 
ability," Kessler explained 
He also pointed out that 
the commissioners, Program 
Open Space, and the Appa 
lachian Regional Commis 
sion initially provided ap 
proximately $150,000. "We 
now need-to kick off the 
Recreational Trail System’s 
private fund-raising cam 
paign,” he said 

In response to Kessler’s 
announcement, the follow- 
ing businesses committed to 
support the Recreational 
Trai System in Garrett 
County by donating $1,000 
per year for five years

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Debate Continues Over Proposed 
Keyser’s Ridge Industrial Park ; 


Che Garrett County com- 
missioners held their second 
public hearing this week at 
Northern High School on 
the proposed Keyser’s 
Ridge -Industrial Park. 
Nearly 70 persons attended 
the meeting, which at times 
became a heated debate be- 
tween those in favor of the 
400-acre park and those op 
posed to it 

County attorney Mike 
Getty explained that the 
hearing’s purpose was to re- 
ceive public comment on 
proposed amendments to 
the Garrett County Subdivi- 
sion Ordinance. The Gar 
rett County Department of 
Economic Development has 
requested that 11 parcels of 
land at the proposed site be 
reclassified from rural to 
commercial in order for the 
county to receive state 
funding for the park pro- 
ject 

"The land classification 
map only regulates the min- 
imum width and minimum 
lot areas and does not reg- 
ulate the use of land," 
stressed Getty. 

Jim Hinebaugh, director 
of Economic Development, 
outlined the evenis leading 

up to the county’s decision 
to construct a new park 
Because the Northern In- 
dustrial Park would soon be 
full, he said, a new park was 
needed. From experience, 
his office has learned that 
new businesses look for 
"ready to-go" sites, complete 
with supporting infrastruc 
ture, and interstate access. 

Hinebaugh said they 
have also learned that it is 
more expensive to develop 
several smaller sites with 
supporting infrastructure 
than one larger site. Private 
landowners at the  pro- 
posed site have been ap 
proached by Economic 
Development about selling 
their land 

"We have a wonderful 
opportunity to buy the 
property with state money 
to get it started," Hine- 
baugh said, adding that 
other funding could also be 
available for development, 
which would be done in 
stages. 

He added that his office 
has worked with consultants 


on the complexities of 
stormwater runoff issues. 

Dr. Ray Morgan, Univer- 
sity of Maryland Center for 
Environmental Science’s 
Appalachian Lab, explained 
how early 1970s construc- 
tion of Interstate 68 and 
U.S. Route 219 interchange 
at Keyser’s Ridge had_ex- 
posed sulfide-bearing rocks: 
Runoff caused harmful 
chenticals and sediment to 
be washed into nearby trib- 
utaries and Lake Louise. 

Mary Yadeau made a 
passionate plea to stop the 
Keyser’s Ridge Industrial 
Park. Her father, George 
Brennan Sr., bought Lake 
Louise in 1942. Yadeau said 
her family enjoyed the "pris- 
tine" 50-acre lake for many 
years until sediment runoff 
from the construction of I- 
68 filled it in, 

"We lost the center piece 
of our property," .Yadeau 
said. "The lake was killed, 
ruined, dead. There were 
no fish, no salamanders, no 
crabs, no plants." 

Yadeau also. explained 
how her family had fought 


with the state for 20:years 
to restore the lake. The 
state has constructed two 
SAPS (successive alkaline 
producing systems) to re- 
duce acid runoff, at a cost 
of about $600,000. Morgan 
explained how the SAPS 
work. 

"The lake is better, but 
not the same," Yadeau said, 
"Now, once again, we find 
ourselves in danger of los- 
ing our beloved and still 
recuperating property.” 
Young brook trout were 
found recently in the lake, 
she said. 

Her family’s corporation, 
East Huntingdon, contract- 
ed Environmental Resourc- 
es Management Inc. in An- 
napolis, to evaluate the 
potential effects of the 
industrial park. The family 
has also retained Oakland 
attorney Robert. Watson. 

Dave Blaha wrote and 
presented his firm’s findings 
and distributed copies of 
the report at the hearing. 
Blaha said it showed three 
major findings.

Seat Installation 
Must Be Correct 
For Child Safety 


A child’s safety during 
traveling depends on an 
adult’s ability to correctly 
install and use a child safety 


seat, according to a 
spokesperson for the 
Garrett County Health 


Department 

"Kids have to depend on 
adults to keep them safe, 
and even adults don’t al- 
ways know how to use child 
safety seats correctly," said 
Diane Lee, highway safety 
coordinator at the Garrett 
County Health Department. 
"That’s. why we schedule 
child safety seat checks to 
help.teach correct usage 
and installation of child 
safety seats." 

rhe following child safe- 
ty seat checks are scheduled 
for Garrett County: Oak- 
land Wal-Mart, Saturday, 
Oct. 5, 2 to 5 p.m; and 
Grantsville Elementary 
School, Saturday, Oct. 19, 
10 a.m. to 2 p.m 

At a child safety 
check, trained personnel 
inspect seats to make sure 
they are: (1) appropriate for 
the child, (2) correctly 
installed, and (3) free of 
safety recalls 

"The goal of seat checks 
is not only to make sure the 
child is as safe as possible 
when leaving the check, but 
to also help teach the 
caregiver so the child con- 
tinues to be safe on every 
trip," Lee said. 

National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration statis- 
tics show that child safety 
seats are 71% effective in 
reducing deaths in children.

READY TO SHIP, the Garrett County Historical Society has announced that World 
War || memories of local veterans will be available in time for the upcoming Autumn 
Glory Festival as Garrett County — At Home And At War \s expected to arrive from the 
publisher by the middle of this week. The 300-plus page book was a labor of love for 
retired Southern High School history teacher Matt Novak, who dedicated the last years 
of his life to the project. Novak touched many lives in serving as a bridge between the 
gap separating the “greatest generation” from today’s youth. The work collects the 
stories of approximately 80 veterans who served overseas and on the homefront in in- 
terviews conducted by dozens of SHS students, and at least one Northern High stu- 
dent, over a period of several years. Thirteen student artists contributed artwork for 
the project, as did local veteran and painter Charles Evans, whose portrayal shows 
soldiers, sailors, and airmen saying their goodbyes on the platform of the Oakland 
Train Station as they wait for the night troop train to carry them away from home 
some never to return. “Matt loved this painting from the first moment he saw it," No- 
vak's wife Patti recalled recently. “There was no doubt in his mind that it was perfect 
for the cover, and that it made the stories complete. He was also always compliment- 
ing the many volunteers who helped make the project possible, including Historical 
Society president Bob Boal. Garrett County — At Home And At War will be available 
for purchase on a continuing basis at the Garrett County Historical Society (GCHS) 
Museum, located along Second Street in downtown Oakland, and will also be sold at 


the AG Heritage Craft Show at Southern Middle School during the Autumn Glory Festi- 
val. The cost is set at $33 per copy, with a discounted price for participants in the 


non-profit oral history preservation project.

Effective Oct. 1, 2003, 
Maryland law will require 
children to be in a child 
safety seat or booster until 
they are at least 6 years old. 

"Although the new law 
will help keep kids in seats 
a little longer, it still does 
not meet the safety stan- 
dard we would like to see,” 
Lee said. "In most cases 
children do not fit into 
adult belts until they are 
least 4'9" tall and about 80 
pounds.”

Since I am a homegrown citizen of Garrett County I know my fellow citizens and 
their needs. Asa sole proprietor, business owner for the last eighteen years here in the 
Oakland area, I have learned what makes a business tick. Private business requires 
working long hours, delegating responsibilities to others, granting recognition for 
jobs well done, but accepting the complete responsibility for any failures that may 
occur.

will result in continued improvement. 


Why have a department if the Sheriff; the administrative head of the department, 
must rely on his own expertise to resolve the day-to-day operations of his field 
deputies? A leader clearly defines the mission and allows his people to distinguish 
themselves by doing their jobs.

However, the media has 
virtually ignored the plight 
of the horses used in Prem- 
sa airing 

ares spend six months 
of their 11-month pregnan- 
cies hooked, to collection 
cups while standing in stalls 
so narrow they are prevent- 
ed from turning argund or 
lying down comfortably. To 
prevent an amount of urine 
output that would result in 
the estrogen becoming 
more diluted, the mares are 
kept thirsty. These condi- 
tions often result in liver 
and kidney ailments, swol- 
len joints, edema, and dehy- 
dration. 

Such cruelties have been 
reported not only by animal 
rights organizations, but 
also by the American Asso- 
ciation of Equine Practi- 
tioners (AAEP ey Fs July 
1995) and by the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture 
("Tour of PMU Barns Con- 
ducted March 21-25, 1994," 
USDA Memo). 

When the mares become 
barren, they usually share 
the fate of their colts and 
are auctioned off for 
slaughter. According to one 
observer, quoted in an 
Equine Advocates publica- 
tion, "One of the saddest 
things I ever saw was an 
old, used-up Belgian mare 
being sold for meat. She 
had a cheap halter on that 
was embedded in her head. 
Her owner wanted the 
halter back so he ripped it 
off and she had a gaping 
hole in her head. She stood 
there shaking and ers 
profusely and nobody di 
anything to help her." 

Dr. Phillip arner, an 
obstetrician-gynecologist 
who directs the Menopause 


Institute of Northern Cali- 
fornia, told a Canadian 
newspaper: "I’m not an 
animal rights person. If I 
felt Premarin was the best 
product, I'd say take it and 
to hell with the horses. But 
it isn’t, so I don’t prescribe 
it.” 

Unlike Dr. Warner, |I 
believe cruelty to the horses 
is an abomination in ‘and of 
itself. I wish more women 
would follow the example 
of actress Mary Tyler 
Moore who, in a public 
service announcement 
People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals 
(PETA), declared, "I'll 
never take Premarin. No 
horses will suffer or die for 
me.”

More On 


ZONING 


Editor's note: The controversial issue of zoning continues 
to come to the forefront in Garrett County, and with in- 
creased development, will most certainly remain a heated is- 
sue for months, or years, to come. The following is the sec- 
ond in a series of informational articles written on the sub- 
ject of zoning. The writer, Gortner resident Bill Welch, is 
both interested and knowledgeable in this area, and has uti- 
lized numerous sources to support his writing. The second ar- 
ticle, like the first, is on the history of zoning, which actually 
dates back more than 2,000 years. Welch also invites the 
public to submit questions about zoning to him, c/o_The 
Republican, P.O. Box 326, Oakland, MD 21550, the answers 
to which he will incorporate into future articles. 





Government controls over private property were includ- 
ed in the Twelve Tables, Rome’s first written law, 2,400 
years ago. Until the 1871 fire prompted Chicago to enact 
performance zoning codes regulating building standards 
that reduced prospects of another catastrophic fire, gov- 
ernment controls on property appear to have been limited 
to keeping noxious noise and smells outside town limits. 

In 1916 New York City became the first major city to 
adopt map zoning as part of a zoning initiative attempting 
to protect property. In 1922 the city of Euclid, Ohio, 
adopted a map zoning ordinance for the purpose of pro- 
tecting property values 

Today, map zoning is known among professionals as 
Euclidean zoning, while standards zoning as in waste 
stream management, clean water initiatives, and building 
codes is known among professionals as performance zon- 
ing. 

According to Robert and Susan Wright in Land Use in 
a Nutshell, before the 1930s almost all government con- 
trols over private land were based on public health and 
safety requirements or else based on public nuisance law. 
By the 1930s zoning boards supported by state and federal 
district courts were using map zoning to protect upscale 
residential property values. Zoning histories indicate that 
by the late 1950s public health was rarely used to justify 
zoning. It was generally accepted by planning experts that 
map zoning limiting uses was the ideal growth plan for ur- 
ban and suburban America 

The Random House Dictionary of the English Lan- 
guage defines "zoning" as the dividing of land into zones, a 
circular description. John M. Stamm, Extension agent, 
Franklin County, Ohio, in the Land Use Series (Ohio 
State University) provides additional detail 

"A simple definition of zoning is a locally enacted law 
that regulates and controls the use of private property. It 
divides the jurisdiction into districts, or zones, for different 
uses and determines which uses are allowed. It regulates 
lot sizes, building heights, impacts on adjacent land uses, 
and other specifics.” 

Zoning today is defined and discussed in terms of 
mapped land use, specifically "law that regulates and con- 
trols the use of private property" and "determines which 
uses are allowed." What does a zoning law look like? In 
Zoning Basics, authors Greg Dale and Michael Chandler 
outline a typical zoning law 

"A zoning ordinance consists of two parts: a map (or 
series of maps) and text. The zoning map shows how the 
community is divided. into, different use districts or zones. 
Zoning districts common to most ordinances include tesi- 
dential, commercial, industrial, and agricultural: The zon- 
ing map’ nvest-show precise boundaries/for each district. 
Consequently, most zoning maps rely on street property 
lines as district boundaries.” 

In other words, today’s planning and zoning experts as- 
sume map zoning. Experts designate specific properties for 
specific uses, but equally significant, they assume that per- 
formance standards affecting public health are addressed 
by other agencies, which can leave huge gaps in protec- 
tions offered to the public. 

How did local zoning bureaucracies achieve the critical 
mass necessary to make zoning a fact of life in urban and 
suburban America? What are the reasons for regulating 
land use? 

There are three generally recognized reasons: the orig- 
inal reasons, public health and public safety, and an 
evolved purpose, protecting property values. Zoning au- 
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thorities achieved, critical mass because almost all urban 
and suburban citizens sought public health ions and 
wealthy neighborhoods successfully made the case for zon- 
ing to protect property values. 

Despite notable exceptions, the general success of the 
public health function of zoning in America made urban 
America the brightest light in the galaxy of urban living 
before World War Il. By the 1960s, after more than a 
decade of adding thousands of suburban residential units 
a day, America’s drinking water was the.cleanest in the 
world, our highways were the most pervasive and efficient, 
and planning and zoning authorities were often the bright- 
est lights in local government. Life in urban and suburban 
America from the mid 1920s into the 1980s set the stan- 
dard for the rest of the world, and controls on private 
property was one of the reasons. 

However, by the late 1970s traffic congestion caused by 
map zoning taised issues in some urban areas, most nota- 
bly the Washington, D.C., suburban region and suburban 
New York City. Air quality and water quality were suspect 
in Los Angeles, waste management was an issue every- 
where, and among progressive planners the effects of map 
zoning began to be questioned, especially regarding low 
income and minority residential areas never served well by 
map zoning. Progressive planners began to look toward 
multiple use areas and performance zonirg in an increas- 
ingly performance-oriented world. Since 1996 zoning au- 
thorities in Louisiana and New Jersey lost court cases, and 
other jurisdictions are being sued over map zoning ap- 
provals that generate public health issues in low income/ 
minority areas. 

Planners and zoners turned their eyes toward rural 
America during the 1980s. Farmers, small-business operat- 
ors, and home-based business operators increasingly find 
themselves at odds with regulators whose education and 
experience are geared toward creating mapped districts 
for specific uses rather than performance standards for 
various uses that are designed to protect all landowners 
equally and allow equal opportunity. This is where the 
zoning debate is today all over America.

Buddy, a _ 17-year-old 


collie, partially blind and 
deaf, was chained to a coal 
house with a five-foot chain. 
He could get‘into the coal 
fods® with no ‘kind of bed- 
ding’ ‘and only clumps of 
coal sttrrounding it. He had 
no water, no food, and the 
owner said he gave him 
some bread, I guess when 
he thought of it. 

The collar had grown 
into his neck and he was so 
matted, maggot aes were 
ready to hatch. It took 
Nancy Deal 20 minutes to 
cut the old hard collar off 
him and hours to get him 
sheared. 

With all this abuse the 
dear dog was so gentle. 
After receiving medical care 
and getting cleaned up, he 
was adopted by a caring 
family. I’m glad I have 
relatives who love animals 
as much as I do. 


When Nancy Helbig and 
Deputy Aaron Wilson and I 
(more wonderful help from 


Little Girl, a small bea- 
gle, was slowly being eaten 
alive by maggots — com- 
ery covered. How a 

eal ever got them all off, 
rll never know. 

After days of medical 
attention, being spayed, and 
gettin shots and antibiot- 
ics, she was adopted by 
Humane Society members 
— A beautiful home with 
much love and care. 

Although she is on medi- 
cation daily she is doing 
well. 

We travel hundreds of 
miles, but it is worth the 
time and expense to know 
how many animals we help. 
There are nearly 100 dogs 
and 70 cats im our foster 
homes that the Humane 
Society is responsible for. 

It is sad that there is no 
curriculum in the schools to 
teach children the right way 
to care for animals. We 
have asked people in the 
central office to send home 

limes for the care of 
animals provided by ‘the 
Washington Humane Soci- 
ety. Some of our téachers, 
including myself and my 
daughter Sherry, a teacher 
who is the Humane Society 
secretary, always taught @ 
unit on the care of animals 
in our social studies class in 
kindergarten.

The Art Gallery of Gar- 
rett College will host an ex- 
hibition of artworks by local 
artist Carl Heselbach from

portunity to meet the artist 
tomorrow evening from 7 to

The exhibit includes sev- 
eral abstract paintings that 
Heselbach completed. re- 
cently, dene with a unique 
medium of a mixture of 
acrylics and polymers that 
he developed himself. The 
paintings appear to have a 
deep glassy surface in cer- 
tain areas where the medi- 
um is applied in thin coats, 
and a heavy textural surface 
where it is applied impasto. 

Heselbach considers him- 
self a “colorist” who utilizes 
a technique that eliminates 
the subject matter, thereby 
enabling the viewer to con- 
centrate on the qualities of 
such elements as color and 
texture. "Fact is, I am more 
concerned with arranging 
the visual elements in my 
paintings, the colors, 
shapes, textures, and space, 
than the re-creation of a 
particular scene," he stated. 

Color is basic to all 
things in art, the artist con- 
tinued. "We must analyze 

three basic properties—hue, 
value, and  saturation— 
which are continually and 
inseparably present in nor- 
mal vision." He defines 
“hue” as the reflection of 


as the relative purity of a 
color from bright to dull. "It 
is my philosophy that colors 
in art, like society in life, do 
not function in isolation 
from one another but rather 
as part of a whole.” 

Heselbach has an exten- 
sive background in art. His 
works have been awarded 
first place in mixed-media 
at the National Boardwalk 
Exhibit in Atlantic City, 
N.J., and have been shown 
at the Jinx Harris Gallery 
there. Many other galleries 
have displayed his work, in- 
cluding Scordato’s Gallery 
in Cherry Hill, NJ., the 
Golden Door Gallery in 
Hope, Pa. Accents in 
Georgetown, and the 
Cracked Wall in Baltimore. 
For five years he owned 
and operated the Carl Hess 
Gallery of Art in Ellicott 
City, where he also rede- 
signed and refurbished five 
buildings for a community 
renovation project.

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Big Plays Bag Turkeyfoot 
As Northern Cruises, 53-8 


Saturday's 
High School varsity football 
massacre of Turkeyfoot 
seemed at times more like a 
track meet (or a turkey 
shoot) as the Huskies ex- 
ploded into the win column 
for the first time this’season 
by ‘slaughtering their Ram 
hosts by a 53-8 margin. The

Garrett County residents 
who, after the 9/11 terrorist 
attacks, are continuing (to 
deal with feelings of sad- 
ness, anger, tension, irrita- 
bility, or who are experienc- 
ing flashbacks, difficulty 
sleeping, OF nightmares can 
seek help and peace of 
mind through the free men- 
tal health screenings offered 
on National Depression 
Screening Day next Thurs- 
day, Oct. 10.

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POSSESSION 
Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 1:42 - Released 8/16/02 
Based on the Booker Prize-winning novel by A.S. 
Byatt, Possession should be a rapturous, romantic film 
about an ancient passion so intense that it transcends 
historical boundaries. It should be, butit isn’t. It’s mostly 
a dry, lifeless affair more concerned with exaggerating 
the differences between British people and Americans 
than establishing any kind of emotional resonance. 
Directed by Neil LaBute, it stars Gwyneth Paltrow and 
Aaron Eckhart as a couple of scholars who unearth 
letters revealing an illicit love affair between two 19th 
century poets (played in ongoing flashbacks by Jeremy 
Northam and Jennifer Ehle). The whole idea is that the 
fiery, secret affair between these two long-dead writers 
infects the present-day scholars in a way they didn’t 
expect, igniting a similar passion between them. But 
director LaBute, while crafting a remarkably detailed 
setting for the 1859 love affair, has left his present-day 
actors cold, forcing Paltrow and Eckhart to find their way 
around forced dialogue (penned by writers David Henry 
Hwang and Laura Jones, who adapted the screenplay), 
trying vainly to search for someromantic feeling which, 
to be truthful, never properly develops between them. 
Despite some rather irrelevant and tedious intrigue 
concerning various supporting characters who try to beat 
our protagonists to the discovery, this story is mainly 
about four people. Two of them, living in present-day 
London, are Roland Michell (Eckhart), a devoted Ameri- 
can scholar of 19th-c. British poet laureate Randolph 
Henry Ash, and Maud Bailey, the great-great-great-niece 
of another English writer of the same period, Christabel 
LaMotte, whose life and work she studies with a similar 
enthusiasm. The other two, of course, are the writers 
themselves, whose clandestine love affair is played out 
before our eyes”"even as our modern-day researchers 
discover it. It begins when Roland finds two antique 
letters in a book in the London library, a book that once 
was in Ash’s possession. Their contents, which hint atthe 
affair, lead him to Maud, who at first looks upon his 
hunch as a ridiculous "goose chase" (especially since her 
aunt Christabel was supposedly involved in alesbian love 
affair at the time), but is inexorably drawn into agree- 
ment with him as they unravel more clues and discover 
more letters. And as they become closer to the truth, 
they also become closer to each other, in every way 
This is all fine, of course, but the way Roland’s and 
Maud’s characters are drawn, simplistic and stereotypi- 
cal, tends to erode the believability of the modern-day 
portion from the very beginning. Roland, the American, 
is boorish, good-looking, and about as scholarly as a wide 
receiver. Paltrow’s character, on the other hand, is an icy 
British snob who wears her long blonde hair pulled back 
in a painful-looking bun and appears embarrassed even 
to be seen speaking to an American. Word has it that 
Roland’s character is originally British in the book and

SWEET HOME ALABAMA

Laura Jeanne Reese Witherspoon, still a relative 
youngster at 27, continues to gain fame as a fresh-faced 
young actress with real talent, having quickly moved 
from suporting parts in films like Twilight and Jack the 
Bear to more prominent roles in Pleasantville and Cruel 
Intentions, all the way to full-blown starring vehicles like 
last year’s Legally Blonde, for which she received a 
Golden Globe nomination. Her recent appearance in 
Oliver Parker’s adaptation of Oscar Wilde’s The Impor- 
tance of Being Earnest showed that she can handle the 
classics, but Andy Tennant’s Sweet Home Alabama has 
her sliding back into the more familiar and less challeng- 
ing ground of simple romantic comedy. While Witherspoon 
(who is actually from Tennessee) does fine with the part, 
the movie itself is nothing to write home to Alabama 
about. Filled with silly southern clichés and an achingly 
standard romantic comedy story line, it is supported 
mainly by Reese’s performance and little else. Mediocre 
is too harsh a word—this film is merely average 
Witherspoon plays up-and-coming New York City 
fashion designer Melanie Carmichael, who, so far, has 
successfully hidden her low-income, Alabama-bred past 
from her city friends. In fact, on the eve of her first major 
fashion show, she receives a marriage proposal, com- 
plete with a huge diamond ring purchased at Tiffany’s, 
from her wealthy and politically influential boyfriend 
Andrew (Patrick Dempsey), who happens to be the son of 
tough-as-nails New York Mayor Katherine Hennings 
(Candice Bergen). In order to proceed with marriage 
plans, however, she has to take care of one little thing: 
she must drive home to Alabama and get a divorce 
Having tried for 7 years to end her failed marriage to her 
childhood sweetheart Jake (Josh Lucas), Melanie (née 
Smooter) is still known to the locals in Pigeon Creek, 
Alabama, as "Felony Melanie,” since she enjoyed a well- 
earned reputation as a troublemaker and petty criminal 
in her younger days. Having believed she has changed, 
and quite proud of it, she must face her trailer-dwelling 
parents, Harland Pear! (Fred-Ward; Mary Kay Place); 
whose proudest accomplishment is having bought a 
brand-new recliner, her best friend Bobby Ray (Ethan 
Embry), whose homosexuality is known only to her, and, 
of course, Jake himself, whose continued income despite 
his having quit his job leads her to the conclusion that he 
is "doing something illegal.” But after a few days, a few 
beers, and a few line dances with her old rowdy friends, 
she begins to wonder if she’s made the right decision 
While this movie's script, by Douglas J. Eboch (story) 
and C. Jay Cox (screenplay), is rife with just the kind of 
brain-dead stereotypes and tired plot devices you'd ex- 
pect from a traditional romance, it is saved primarily by 
Reese Witherspoon’s relentless charm, coupled with 
director Tennant’s ability to give the moviegoing public 
what it wants. Ten years ago this movie would have 
starred Julia Roberts, but Reese is moving into her own 
niche as one of Hollywood’s most prominent young 
leading ladies. Whether that is a good or a bad thingis yet

BALLISTIC: ECKS VS. SEVER 
Rated R - Running Time: 1:31 - Released 9/20/02 
We have learned—or should have learned—many 

times in the past that basing movies on electronic games 
is a bad idea (titles like Mortal Kombat, Resident Evil, 
and Lara Croft spring vigorously to mind). No one 
expects action movies to be brilliant, but Wych Kaos- 
ayananda’s Ballistic: Ecks Vs. Sever, whichis based ona 
GameBoy game—A GAMEBOY GAME, folks, not even 
full fledged Nintendo—couldn’t be more cartoonish if it 
were painted on acetate. It’s loaded with two-dimen- 
sional characters, mindless violence set to pounding 
music, and a story so ridiculous, so incomprehensibly 
stupid, one canhardly find adequate words to denounce 
it. Antonio Banderas, Lucy Liu, have you no pride? Have 
you no standards? Have you no shame? Don’t you pay 
attention to what’s written on the papers you're signing? 

The story, written by Alan B. McElroy, involves e¥1l 

genius Robert Gant (played with teeth-gritting menace 
by Gregg Henry), who has invented the perfect tool for 
assassination: a microscopic device which is injected into 
the bloodstream of the victim where it swims around like 
a little mechanical frog until activated. With the touch of 
a button, the froggiebot administers a toxin which can 
"give a head of state a heart attack” in a matter of 
seconds. For safe keeping, Gant has lovingly injected the 
prototype into his young stepson Michael (Aidan 
Drunmimond), but Michael has been kidnapped by a mys- 
terious agent named Sever (Liu), who seems to have an 
unlimited supply of canned whoopass in her possession, 
and alsois apparently bulletproof.

For instance, the Sitka deer found on 
Maryland's Eastern Shore is actually a type of Asiatic elk 
ntroduced in 1916. They have not displaced any native 
pecies and are prized by trophy hunters. Common cattail 
is a native species that can be quite invasive in wetland 
habitats, in some cases out-competing all other plants, in- 
uding rare and endangered species 
Keep in mind that not all aliens are bad. Early settlers 
brought plants such as coltsfoot to North America for 
their medicinal value. la addition, most-ofour food crops 
ind domestic animals are actually alien. 
Several thousand alien species have become established 
in North America in the past 200 years. This number is 
to go higher, as global travel and trade increase. 
\lien invasive species harm our health, economy, and en- 
the house mouse, chestnut blight, zebra 
and snakehead quickly come to mind as examples 
Don't be an unknowing accomplice. Learn the species to 
be on the lookout for and what to do when you encounter 
them 
As far as that alien encountered on your walk is con 
erned, take action now! It is Japanese stilt grass (Micro- 

glum neum). It can be identified by the light silvery 
tripe nn the center of the blade, the presence of "prop" 
roots, and the fact that it is easily pulled from the ground

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Stilt grass moves into disturbed areas then quickly spreads, 
forming dense patches that crowd out our native wildflow 
reducing diversity. Accidentally introduced in packing 
iaterial in Tennessee around 1920, it is now found in 16

Stilt grass has recently been reported from several sites 
in Garrett County. To control smal! infestations, remove 
the grass by hand in late summe; (prior to it seeding). 
lhis will have to be repeated for several years to totally

Maryland’s average me- 
dian income over the three- 
year period was second only 
to Alaska, which had aver- 
age income of $55,426 over 
the three years. 

The federal poverty rate 
increased nationally from 
11.3 percent in 2000 to 11.7 
percent in 2001, marking 
the end of a four-year de- 
cline. The poverty rate in 
Maryland remained un- 
changed at 7.3 percent from 
1999 through to 2001.

Background Scripture: 
Jeremiah 6 

Devotional Reading: 
Psalms 16:5-11 


If the ancient Hebrews were 
to come to our world today, I’m 
certain they ‘vould not be sur- 
prised to find depictions of 
Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Joseph, 
Moses, Joshua, David and 
Solomon in churches and cathe- 
drals. What would probably 
shock and mystify them, how 
ever, would be the honor in which 
we today hold prophets such as 
Isaiah. Jeremiah, Amos, Hosea 
and others 

While these men may have 
held the grudging respect of some 
of their contemporaries, the great 
majority held them in utter con- 
tempt and hostility. They were re- 
garded as disturbers of the peace, 
subversives and even traitors 
Thére was a kind of rule-of- 
thumb: if a preacher was popular, 
he was not a prophet; if he was a 
prophet he could expect to be 
very unpopular 

This was certainly true of 
Jeremiah whose ministry spanned 
the last 18 or so years of the reign 
of King Josiah and continued an- 
other several decades after 
Josiah’s death. As we have al 
ready noted, Josiah’s reforms 
hardly survived his death. The 
slide.of Judah to.certain destnic- 
tion continued unabated and 
Jeremiah observed and reported 
that debacle every step of the 
way. You can just imagine how 
popular he was? 

Current Opinion 

In a sermon at New York's 
Broadway Tabernacle, Charles 
Jefferson said, “The Tabernacle 
does not report current opinion 
it works to create it.” This, too, 
was the role of Jeremiah. If he had 
simply reported the current ma- 
jority opinion in Judah, his re- 
port would have been “A-OK’ 
because that’s the way most 
people saw it. They pointed to

their temple in Jerusalem, the daily 
burnt offerings and other public 
rituals as evidence of their stand- 
ing with the Lord. 

As a matter of fact, however, 
Jeremiah had been appointed by 
God to be Judah’s head auditor— 
"| have made you an assayer and 
tester among my peoples, that you 
may know and assay their 
ways”—and Jeremiah concluded 
that these people were “cooking 
the books”. They were claiming 
assets that were not assets: 
“"Your burnt offerings are not 
acceptable, nor your sacrifices 
pleasing to me” (6:20b). (The 
assayer tested the purity of sil- 
ver). In fact, Jeremiah’s report was 
devastating and infuriating 
“Hear, O earth; behold, I am bring- 
ing evil upon this people, the fruit 
of their devices, because they 
have not given heed to my 


words...” (6:19) 
Jeremiah 5 report on the spiri- 
tual life of Judah reveals an abun- 


dance of greed, lies and self-de- 
ception. “... every one is greedy 
for unjust gain; and from prophet 
\o priest, every one deals falsely” 
(6:13). This is a people so corrupt 


and complacent in their self-righ- 
teousness: “Were they ashamed 
when they committed abomina- 
tion? No, they were noi all 


ashamed; they did not know how 
to blush” (6: 15a) 

Rebellious, Not Ignorant 

Please note that these are not 
just people who don't know any 
better, but people who arrogantly 
reject God's will in favor of their 
own. God called them to walk in 
the ancient paths” of Israel and 
they said, “We will not walk in it.” 
God called them to “Give heed to 
the sound of trumpets” and they 
replied, “We will not give heed” 
(6:16,17). They are not ignorant 
of God's will, but “stubbornly re- 
bellious” (6:28) 

Jeremiah speaks vaguely of 
the disaster that is coming: “Be- 
hold,.a people is coming fromthe 
north country...they are cruel and 
have no mercy” (6:22,23). This 
could have been one of a number 
of nations and peoples: the Egyp- 
tians, Chaldeans (Babylonians), 
Assyrians, Sythians or even some 
anonymous nomadic raiders. Note 
that none of these people were 
the moral superiors or equals of 
the people of Judah. God's judg- 
ment would come by way of 


people who were not righteous in 
God's sight. Often, we forget that 
God uses whom he will in execut 


ing his judgment 
Judah has cooked the books 
and they will pay a terrible price

e grammar school readers were 
full of words but had few illustrations. 
That all changed when Zerna Sharp, a 
reading expert at Scott Forseman Pub- 
lishing Company, developed a text- 
book that featured simple words, col- 
orful illustrations and a brother and 
sister named Dick and Jane. 

To say that the Dick and Jane readers 
were popular is an understatement. By 
1950, more than 80 percent of all first- 
graders in the United States were 
growing up with Dick and Jane and, of 
course, their pets Puff and Spot. 

The readers bring back memories for 
many baby boomers. This affection 
has triggered a demand, causing val- 
ues to soar. According to the fourth 
edition of the “Official Price Guide to 
Collecting Books” edited by Marie 
Tedford and Pat Goudey, the 1946 edi- 
tion of “Fun with Dick and Jane” is 
worth $150 to $180 in good condition 
Other Dick and Jane readers listed 
include “Now We Read™ ($75-$165), 
“Qur, New Friends” ($65-$70), and

If [don’t pick them up right away, 
he goes after them. I’ve tried 
putting a product called Forbid into 
his food, but he throws it up. Also, as 
I take away the stools he nips at my 
hands and feet. Telling him “no” or 
trying to distract him does nothing. 
He also nips at other times. Can you 
help? — Theresa L., Hatfield, Mass. 


A . I’ve known several dogs who 
« found their own “product” irre- 
sistible. “Forbid” is a widely used 
additive that, when mixed into a dog’s 
food, is supposed to make his own 
droppings taste bad (but not those of 
other animals). Unfortunately, this 
isn't working for you. 

I checked a couple of references for 
information, and found some sugges- 
tions in John Ross and Barbara McK- 
inney’s book “Why Does My Dog 
Drink Out of the Toilet?” 

Continue to say “no” and remove the 
dropping every time your puppy tries 
to eat it. This will at least impress 
upon him that you don't like him 
doing it, even if he thinks it’s wonder- 
ful 

Make sure he’s getting proper nutri- 
tion. Feed him a high-quality dry 
food, and mix in a bit of canned meat 
(read the label to make sure the prod- 
uct doesn't contain meat by-prod- 
ucts) 

Ross and McKinney also suggest 
putting a few drops of Tabasco sauce 
on the dog's stools. According to 
them, one taste of that seasoning 
works like a charm — but only on the 
“treated” droppings. 

l addressed nipping puppies a couple 
of weeks ago, so my advice would be 
to continue correcting him with a firm 
“no” and try to redirect his attention. 
Shih Tzus can be a bit high-strung, so 
stopping the nipping may take a while. 
Just don't give up. 

In about a month or so, consider 
enrolling your puppy (and yourself) in

Offense Laws

BETHESDA — Reckless 
drivers beware: Starting this 
week, there are tougher 
penalties for hit-and-run, 
repeat drunken driving, and 
for passengers drinking al- 
cohol in a car. 

The three laws were ap- 
proved to comply with fed- 
eral regulations, allowing 
Maryland to keep roughly 
$14 million in federal high- 
way funding. All three bills 
passed through the Mary- 
land General Assembly with 
little or no Opposition. 

One bill that took effect 
Monday makes it unlawful 


for passengers in a vehicle 
to possess an Open contain- 
er of alcohol. 

"A driver can no longer 
avoid a drinking- i 
aide erases ee 
open beer can to the pas- 
senger when the 
pulls a car over," said Del. 
Carol Petzold, D-Montgom- 
ery, a chief sponsor of the 
law. "The open container 
law will make our highways 


safer by stopping the rolling 
parties going down the 
road.”

It seems as if autumn is 
in full swing already on this 
first day of October. It is 
already one week past the 
date marked as the first day 
of fall. But really, even 
before our first hard frost 
so many leaves are wa 4 
down long before full- 
blooming Autumn glory, 
with our many trees com- 
pletely green. My sugar 
maple tree in my front lawn 
is still mostly green, but the 
ground beneath it is cov- 
ered with orange, dark red, 
and yellow leaves, quite a 
few with all the colors on 
one leaf. I wonder why one 
leaf turns red while one 
nearby on some other 
branch turns pale yellow, 
while others just as close 
are still green.

I saw a crew working to 
repair the split-rail fence in 
the grove, just doing 
maintenance work. It was 
not due to any wreck, but I 
can’t say that for my moth- 
er’s —— fence.

Anyway, back to the 
trees in the grove. I am not 
sure they wall get full peak 
colors because already 
colored leaves are drifted 
across Rock Lodge Road.

Since I did not hear 
much interesting or notable 
news items as of yet, I still 
have to write something for 
this week’s Republican as 
the needed income is ap- 
preciated and, of course 
many people are eager to 
read from Notes from Bit- 
tinger.

possibly the most beautifu 
road in. Maryland - Rock 
Lodge Road. I started at 
the end where the lake 
seems to have plenty of 
water for this time of the 
year. Even the far cove at 
the end of Cherry Creek 
was up, and it is rare to see 
a truly blue lake. Although 
the cliché is a blue lake, it 
is rare, as our lake and 
most lakes are commonly 
either gray or green, but 
today the lake reflected the 
ure Autumn cobalt sky 
3etween the blue water and 
the blue sky were blazing 
colors. Only the oaks are 
still not starting to color up. 
On the other side of the 
road ferns of every shade 
were interlaced with their 
fingers together. I wish I 
could be sure that one tree 
with the most brilliant col- 
ors was a poplar. I wish | 
could have reached those 
leaves for my nature dolls, 
but they were growing up a 
steep slope. But I can’t be 
sure it was a poplar. I am 
quite sure the big trees 
along the drive into the 
Ramseys’ and Denny Buck- 
el’s residences are shag-bark 
hickory. 

I was curious to see 
whether any hickory nuts 
are on the ground. It was 
difficult to tell because the 
trees are already shedding 
many gold, yellow, and 
brown leaves. First I only 
spotted a few broken hicko- 
ries, but finally I found a 
few intact nuts, and I cheat- 
ed the squirrels by picking 
up a couple black flusked 
nuts and a few that were 
still green. It seems to me 
that there are not as many 
as when I was a young girl 
and the Beachy girls and I 
would gather a bucket-full 
in a few minutes. Back in 
the days when my grandpar- 
ents raised their family on 
this farm they depended on 
what they could forage from 


nature with what they 
raised themselves to feed 
the family. They could 
ather hickory nuts and 
usk them and then labor 
picking the meat from 
them. 


Among the many things 
that seem. to be wrong this 
year is that I have no 
canned blackberries in my 
fruit cellar, and no canned 
applesauce. As Patty Diehl- 
man noted to me, "It is

why he wasted all those

It seems like. our 
geese know more than you 
would think, as when the 
geese hunting season begins 
it is more rare to see some 
geese flying over the lake. 

ey seem to be plentiful 
all the other times of the 
year. 

This time of the year my 
grandfather, Charlie Buckle, 
always found himself in the 
woods hunting for squirrels. 
I remember watching him 
skin them, and they did not 
provide that much meat for 
all the Jabor involved in 
pes them ready to cook. 

ut the meat was so tasty 
and one of my mother’s 
favorites. Squirrel meat was 
the —- age that I really 
enjoyed. He often tied the 
tail on the antenna of his 
car. But — hunting is 
almost a thing of the past, 
according to Sheila South- 
erly. Not even Denny or 
Shane hunt squirrels any- 
more. I am surprised that 
my mother, Ruth DiPaolo, 
does not do it any more. 
She used to go along with 
her father on his hunting 
forages. 

Although I agree that fall 
is a beautiful season, it also 
makes me very sad. After 
my tour of Rock Lodge 
Road down to Bittinger, | 
was just overwhelmed by 
sadness at the last part of 
the road. T passéd by many 
farms and I was surprised 
that only one field of corn 
was yet harvested, that on 
the former Lawrence Buck- 
el farm. Even farm fields 
contributed their share of 
color this time of the year, 
and of course we have tons 
of goldenrods. And do you 
notice how many milkweed 
plants have some bright 
yellow and gold leaves? I 
saw a clump of marsh grass 
along the glades that was 
pure silver. 

It seems to me a shame 
that Autumn Glory only 
happens in Oakland, and 
the rest of the county does 
not benefit at all from the 
crowds of tourists stuck in 
Oakland.

Thomas E. Bratten Jr. Named 
DAV’s ’02 Outstanding Veteran

General H. Norman 
Schwarzkopf once told 
Barbara Walters in a televi- 
sion interview that "it does- 
n't take a hero to order 
men into battle. It takes a 
hero to be one of those 
men who goes into battle.” 
Maryland Secretary of Vet- 
erans Affairs Thomas E. 
Bratten Jr. is, indeed, one 
of those men. Not only did 
he serve his country more 
than 20 years ago, he con- 
tinues to serve by helping 
his fellow heroes. 

The Disabled American 
Veterans (DAV) recently 
honored Bratten for his life- 
long dedication to disabled 
veterans and their families 
by naming him their 2002 
Outstanding Veteran of the 
Year. 

The Friendsville resident 
— a highly decorated, com- 
bat-wounded Vietnam vet- 
eran — received the award 
in August during the DAV’s 
81st National Convention in 
Dallas, Texas, from DAV 
national commander 
George H. Steese Jr. 

"I was tremendously 
overwhelmed," said the soft- 
spoken, humble Bratten 
about receiving the award 
on stage in front of hun- 
dreds of his peers. "I know 
there are a lot of other 
people—more—deservingof 
this award than I." 

But Steese disagrees, as 
do many others. "Tom Brat- 
ten has exhibited outstand- 
ing determination in serving 
the needs of our nation’s 
disabled veterans,” he said 
"He used the same tough 
determination to help veter- 
ans as he used to survive his 
wounds and restore his 
productive life. This is the 
DAV’s most prestigious 
award, and Mr. Bratten’s 
lifetime of service only adds 
to the distinction of this 
award.” 

Despite coming from a 
longline of military men, 
the Louisville, Ky., native 
was initially a reluctant he- 
ro. "I'll be honest with you," 
Bratten said, "I didn’t want 
to join the military You

could say I was kind of foot 
loose and fancy free. But I 
believe that if you live in a 
free country, you have to 
pay for that freedom. It’s 
always been the people 
called to arms who have 
given us our freedom." 

So, at age 19, he joined 
the Army National Guard 
and learned there was more 
to life than just playing 
basketball and hanging out 
with friends on weekends. It 
was a turning point in his 
life. He found he actually 
loved the discipline of mili- 
tary life and planned to 
make a career of it. 

About eight years later, 
on Feb. 14, 1970, Capt. 
Bratten was deployed to 
Vietnam, where he was as- 
signed as an U.S. Army 
artillery liaison officer with 
the Americal Division, Ist 
Battalion of the 6th Infan- 
try. Schwarzkopf, then a 
colonel, was his com- 
mander. "It was my Valen- 
tine’s Day present," jokes 
Bratten. His dream of a 
long military career soon 
ended after that. 

"In 10% years [in the 
military] I only had one bad 
day,” Bratten said. "The 
28th of May [1970] changed 
my life forever." 

On that day Schwarzkopf 
and his men received a ra- 
dio message that a U.S. in- 
fantry platoon had taken 
casualties in the middle of a 
mine field. Schwarzkopf or- 
dered his helicopter to land 
in the field to aid the 
wounded soldiers. From the 
helicopter, Bratten could 
see the soldiers’ limbs scat- 
tered around like debris on 
the ground below him 

When the helicopter 
landed, the men_ slowly 
made their way through the 
field toward the injured, on 
constant look-out for the 
telltale bumps of mines 

"Let me tell you, a mine 
field separates the men 
from the boys," said Brat- 
ten. "I had two knees and 
both of them were banging 
together. If I had false 
teeth, they'd have been 
shaking too."

At one point, Schwarz- 
kopf was helping a soldier 
and yelled over to Bratten 
to cut a sapling from a 
nearby bush so he could use 
it as a splint. Bratten took 
one step toward the bush, 
and a mine blew off his left 
arm and leg 

He was flown.to.a_hospi- 
tal in Chu Lai and later to 
Walter Reed Army Hospi 
tal, Washington, D.¢ 
where he underwent 3% 
years of rehabilitation and 
additional surgeries. But 
rather than feel sorry for 
himself, Bratten kept a 
positive outlook 

His hospital stay marked 
yet another turning point in 
his life. "That was the most 
rewarding 3% years of my 
life,” Bratten said about his 
lengthy stay at Walter 
Reed. "I met some super 
people who helped me with 
my recuperation.” 

Bratten, in return, de 
dicated his life to helping 
other veterans, even as he 
himself was still recuperat- 
ing from his war wounds. In 
his autobiography, A Does 
n't Take a Hero, Schwarz 
kopf describes the early be 
ginnings of Bratten’s service 
to others 

Injured returning Viet- 
nam veterans were often, 
understandably, consumed 
with bitterness, anger, and 
self pity upon their arrival 


at Walter Reed. The doc 
tors knew, however, that 
those self-destructive feel 
ings could hinder the sol- 
diers’ recovery, especially if 
they were multiple ampu- 
tees. So, if a man did not 
"snap out of it," he would 
be assigned to the "Snake 
Pit" ward 

There Bratten and other 
long-term recovering veter 
ans “welcomed” the new 
man with their own special 
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brand of tough love that 
only another veteran could 
administer. Whenever the 
patient would start whining, 
the Snake Pit crew would 
yell at him, tell him to shut 
up, and point out that there 
were others far worse off 
than he. The newcomer was 
often-reduced_to-tears,-but 
would eventually start fight- 
ing back and recover. 

"The guys in the Snake 
Pit were relentless, but they 
brought people back to 
life," Schwarzkopf said. "In 
my eyes they were heroes." 

Following his discharge 
from Walter Reed, Bratten 
officially began his career of 
service to others by joining 
the Montgomery County 
Commission for the Handi- 
capped. Later, he repre- 
sented the 8th Congression- 
al District on the Maryland 
Veterans Commission from 
1987 to 1993 and served on 
the Maryland World War II 
Memorial Commission, the 
Maryland Military Monu- 
ments Commission, and the 
Maryland Vietnam Veter- 
ans Memorial Commission 

Bratten also served as 
director of Maryland Veter- 
ans Commission from 1993 
to 1999. In that capacity, he 
was responsible for manag- 
ing and directing the veter- 
ans benefits and claims as- 
sistance and representation 
program, the state veterans 
cemeteries, and the veter- 
ans memorials and monu- 
ments. 

In 1999 Gov. Parris N. 
Glendening appointed Brat- 
ten to his current position, 
secretary of the Maryland 
Department of Veterans 
Affairs 

Bratten is adamant when 
it comes to getting veterans 
help. "The good Lord gave 
me the will to survive," he 
said. "I don’t want to ever 
see veterans do without 
when they have a justifiable 
claim for benefits. Veterans 
want good health care, a 
place to be buried, and a 
good veterans home ff they 
need it. My goal is to serve, 
[I believe that I can do 
something to better the 
lives of veterans." 

But he notes that too 
often in bureaucracies 
where money is the prime 
concern, getting help for 
veterans, especially medical 
help, can be difficult. "A 90- 
Year-old WWII veteran 
should never have to ask 
for help, it should be auto- 
matic,” Bratten said. 

But he is relentless in his 
pursuit. "I know the sys- 
tem," Bratten said. "They'll 
have to deal with me until 
the day I die.” 

When not fighting for his 
fellow veterans, Bratten 
spends his time on his 40- 
acre farm in Friendsville 
with his wife Linda, a re- 
tired psychiatric nurse. 
Bratten fell in love with 
Garrett County after a 
friend invited him here on a 
hunting trip. "I love the 
mountainous terrain and 
the laid-back atmosphere,” 
he said. It was shortly after 
his move to the county 6% 
years ago that Bratten met 
and fell in love with Linda, 
an Allegany County native.

live in Montgomery County, 
and Linda’s sons, who live 
in Carroll County, visit their 
parents as often as possible. 


The eight grandchildren like 
to explore the farm and 
play with its menagerie of 
horses} cows, goats, dogs, 
and cats. 

Bratten has received the 
Silver Star, Bronze Star 
with "V" device, Air Medal, 
and Purple Heart Medal. In 
addition to being a-certified 
counselor in post-traumatic 
stress disorder, he holds a 
master’s degree in public 
administration and a bache- 
lor’s degree in political 
science from the American 
University. 

Despite all of his accom- 
plishments and the possibili- 
ty of losing his eyesight to 
diabetes, Bratten is not 
about to retire just yet 
"There are lots of things I 
want to do before I pass 
on," he said about his con- 
tinuing efforts to help oth- 
ers. 

But Bratten first has to 
find a few hours in his busy 
schedule to rent a tuxedo 
and receive yet another 
award. on| Sunday, Nov. 10, 
in Washington, D.C. At that 
time, he will be presented 
the 6th annual LIFE (Lead- 
ers In Furthering Educa- 
tion) Presidential Unsung 
Heroes Award at the Ron- 
ald Reagan International 
Trade Center. 

Schwarzkopf recently 
congratulated Bratten on 
being named the DAV’s 
Outstanding Disabled Vet- 
eran of the Year and remi- 
nisced about May 28, 1970. 
"I didn’t think you’d make 
it," Schwarzkopf told Brat- 
ten, "but by golly you did! 
You didn’t quit then, and 
you're not quitting now." 

Founded in 1920, the 
DAV is a non-profit organi- 
zation with 1.3 million 
members. Its mission is to 
build better lives for the 
nation’s disabled veterans

W.Va: Man’s

"Reed did not remain at 
the scene," explained State’s

a telephone, and provided 
to Mr. Refosco sufficient 
information for the investi- 
gation to be conducted. Al- 
though there may not have 
been strict compliance with 
the state, Reed satisfied the 
intent of the law, which is 
to identify all involved in a 
collision.” 

Neither the driver nor 
any of the students were in- 
jured in the mishap. The 
bus sustained only minor 
damage, according to 
Thayer Welch.

The editorial for our second issue of October 
almost always centers on the annual Autumn Glory 
Festival, and it feels a bit awkward to deviate from 
that pattern. However, we have said at least once all 
we can think to say about the festival. Plus, the na- 
tional media’s attention right now is focused square 
on the lunatic, and s& far unknown, 
who has shot nine prope during the past week in 
the Washington, D.C., area. Obviously many of our 
fellow Marylanders ia that area are quite tense right 
now. 

What is it going to take to get our federal elected 
officials to alter and to strengthen our gun ownership 
laws?

ence is a few bullets; however, those bullets would 
be invaluable if there were a law requiring gun pur- 
chasers to provide authorities with some spent shell 
casings that would serve as a ballistic fingerprint in 
criminal cases. There is no absolute guarantee that 
this would pinpoint the criminal, but police would at 
least have a starting point to try to track down the 
smoking gun. 

Now, before all of you paranoid NRA enthusiasts 
get your shorts in a knot, we emphasize that this is 
not an editorial against gun ownership. But, yes, it is 
one that advocates nationwide gun registration. 

Many of us own automobiles, yet almost no one 
gripes about having to not only be registered as dri- 
vers of those automobiles, but also being required to 
have the automobiles themselves registered with the 

tnment. No one screams that this registration is 
a “violation of our rights” or an "invasion of pelvacy: 
or “just the first step" in taking away our cars! It 
would have been interesting if cars existed, as guns 
did, when the founding fathers wrote our Constitu- 
tion. 

No one other than Civil Liberties Union zealots 
seem to have a problem with government agents be- 
in yo allowed to walk into a library and find out 
what ind of books a particular, possibly suspicious,

cent of approved claims

"The black Bear population 
is continuing to increase,” 
said the former DNR staff- 
er, who for several years 
helped oversee the state's 
game management and 
hunting programs. "With 
the increasing sumbers 
there have been associated 

{ture and livéstock -ar- 
eas, and more residents, are 
having bears enter _their 
yards to get into bird fer * 


ers and trash. 
"We have to be able to 


control the number of 
bears, both to minimize 
conflict and to ensure that 
the habitat can support the 
bear population in a healthy 
way. Hunting is one tool 
that could help stabilize the 
bear numbers at an accept- 
able level which, very im- 
portantly, would be set by 
the state in advance of a 
hunt.” 

In disagreeing with the 
recommendation for a hunt, 
Falter, who had _ been 
named to the task force as 
one of two citizen represen- 
tatives, commented that he 
is still waiting for evidence 
that a hunt is needed, and 
that it would work. 

"There have been no 
bear deaths or maulings in 
Maryland," Falter said, 
"There is a two-month bear 
hunting season in the re- 
gion of New York state 
where the baby was killed 
during the summer, and 
that persuaded me tliat a 
general hunt wouldn’t do 
much to protect people or 
property from bears. It 
would reduce the general 
population, but it wouldn’t 
address problem bears." 

Hagood, another dissent- 
er, concurred. "There are 
300. bears in Maryland and 
some are causing conflicts. 
The way to respond is to 
deal with those individual 
bears. Hunting doesn’t tar- 
get problem bears, it targets 
bears behaving as bears.” 

Barry, the Frostburg 
State wildlife professor who 
voted against a hunting sea- 
son, reportedly voiced con- 
cerns that the group may 
not have enough informa- 
tion about the bear popula- 
tion to recommend a hunt. 
When given the opportunity 
by this newspaper to elA&bo- 
rate on his position, he de- 
clined with a "no comment." 

Zembower said he was 
pleased with the task force’s 
decision. "It’s about time,” 
said the president of the lo- 
cal Sportsmen’s Association, 
which asked for a bear hunt 
two years ago, “but they still 
have to follow through and 
create a hunt.” 

The Maryland Sports- 
men’s Association’s Barry 
agreed. "It’s positive, but we 
still need a  sportsman- 
friendly governor so that 
politics can be left out of it 
and the wildlife biologists 
can manage the animals on 
a scientific basis." (In the 
political realm, the Mary- 
land Sportsman’s Associa- 
tion released its gubernato- 
rial candidate’s. wildlife 
issues survey this week, and 
Democratic candidate Kath- 
leen Kennedy Townsend 
drew an A-minus rating 
from the hunters group 
based on her responses to 
the 14 questions, while her 
Republican opponent, Rob- 
ert Erhlich Jr., received a B 
grade.) 

The task force approved 
several other suggestions in 
addition to a hunt and 
scrapping the bear stamp 
program. "We're recom- 
mending that the state un- 
dertake a public attitude 
survey, dividing the state in- 
to geographical regions to 
determine the cultural car- 
rying capacity, or public’s 
tolerance, for bear num- 
bers,” said Mathews. Cur- 
rent DNR wildlife chief 
Paul Peditto, who was at 
the Thursday meeting, con- 
firmed that $25,000 has 
been budgeted to fund such 
a survey. 

The group also recom- 
gate the possibility of issu- 
ing specific "kill permits” to 
residents who have docu- 
mented problems with an 





individual bear. 

Mathews stressed that 
the task force does not 
want to elimante the bear 
population. He said that the 
group’s focus is to attain a 
state-determined objective 
of an acceptable level of 
black bear numbers. "We 
want to provide regulated 
black bear hunting opportu- 
nities as a management tool 
and recreational experience, 
while discouraging or pro- 
hibiting activities that pre- 
vent attainment of black 
bear population objectives," 
the task force chairman 
said. 

The group’s draft report 
is slated to be released on 
Monday, Nov: 4; and-a"30- 
day public comment period 
will follow. The draft docu- 
ment will be made available 
in all DNR field offices, in- 
cluding Mt. Nebo in south- 
ern Garrett County and in 
Cumberland, and on the In- 
ternet. Further information 
will be provided in this 
newspaper at the time the 
draft report is made avail- 
able. 

Included in the 30-day 
comment period will be a 7 
p.m. Thursday, Nov. 14, 
public meeting at Garrett 
College, where the task 
force will present the docu- 
ment and the audience will 
be able to comment and 
provide suggestions. "This 
meeting will not be a ques- 
tion-and-answer session,” 
stated Mathews.

which allows more than 
2,000 bits of information to 
travel along a line per sec- 
ond, throughout the U.S. 

Allegheny Communica- 
tions Connect, a subsidiary 
of Allegheny Power, oper- 
ates fiber and wireless net- 
work and is a wholesale 
supplier to telecommunica- 
tions companies and long 
distance providers. The 
company also has a point of 
presence (POP) in King 
wood, W.Va 

Shap explained that the 
grant is awarded only to 
communities, not larger ar 
eas such as counties, and is 
based on criteria such as 
population, economic need, 
and benefits derived from 
proposed service. Based on 
the scoring system for the 
cyiteria, he said, Oakland 
stood the best chance to re- 
ceive the funding out of all 
the towns in the county. 

"Hopefully, we can even- 
tually expand the service to 
the rest of the county," said 
Shap. 

The USDA would fund 
85 percent of the total 
system costs for construc- 
tion, lease/acquisition, and 
operations expenses of a 
community center for two 
years. The center would 
have a minimum of 10 





“cemputer access points” 
(CAPs). Possible locations 
for the center are the Ruth 
Enlow Library, National 
Guard Armory, USDA 
Service Center, and Com- 
munity Action. 

The center would pro- 
vide free Internet access to 
residents and allow high- 
speed telecommunication 
service between "critical 
community facilities" in the 
Oakland area. Those facili- 
ties would include public 
schools, the Board of Edu- 
cation, Ruth Enlow Library, 
Garrett College, Oakland 
Armory, Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital, public 
health agencies, emergency 
services departments, and 
government offices in the 
Oakland area. 

Shap stressed the center 
would not be used to com- 
pete with the private sector. 
He will be meeting with lo- 
cal private Internet pro- 
viders to discuss their roles 
in the project, 

Commissioner Fred Hol- 
liday was concerned about 
using county funds for 
something that only a por- 
tion of its residents could 
use. 
Mike Mullan, Tri-County 
Council circuit rider, said 
the federal grant had been 
discussed by leaders in the 
county’s municipalities 
during a recent Rural Lega- 
cy meeting. He added that 
all the mayors supported 
the venture, though it 
would not initially’ benefit 
their towns. "The people 
understand that this is a 
first phase," Mullan said. 

Commissioner’ Ernie 
Gregg concurred. "We have 
to start somewhere,” he 
said. 

"We are committed to 
providing broadband 
throughout the county,” 
added Jim Hinebaugh, Eco 
nomic Development direc 


tor. He said the service 
would complement the 
county’s other existing 


programs, such as the com 
puter adoption project and 
the college’s computer 
training classes 

"The future, in terms of 
economic development, de 
pends upon technology,” he 
said about his department's 
long-term vision for the 
county. 

"What happens two years 
from now," asked Holliday, 
about how the venture 
would operate after the 
grant funding expires. 

"Allegheny Communica- 
tions Connect is also look- 
ing at the long term,” said 
Shap. An agreement would 
be written outlining the 
company’s role in the ven- 
ture for years following the 
grant award, he said. 

A meeting will be held 
later this month for public 
response to the project. A 
notice about the meeting’s 
location, time, and date will 
appear in The Republican, 


said Shap. The grant appli- 
cation is due Nov. 5. 

The commissioners will 
discuss the matter further 
and decide later this week 
how much, if any, the coun- 
ty would contribute to the 
venture.

New Law Gives Consumers More 
Protection In Disputes With Movers 


Attorney General J. Jo 
seph Curran Jr. is alerting 
consumers and moving 


companies to a new Mary 
land law that gives a new 
measure of security to con 
sumers hiring a moving 
company. The law, effective 
Oct. 1, prohibits the move 


from refusing to deliver the 


consumers goods when 
there is a dispute over the 
final bill 

The law applies only to 
intrastate moves moves 


from one place in Maryland 
to another place in Mary 
land. Interstate moves are 
regulated by federal law,

According to Curran, dis 
putes over bills are common 
in intrastate moves because 
consumers typically get only 
a rough estimate over the 
phone. Such estimates may 
only be a guess based upon 
the number of hours a mov- 
er expects a typical "two 


bedroom apartment" move 
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to take, for example. The 
consumer's move 
may take much longer. 
The attorney general, 
therefore, strongly urges 
consumers not to rely on a 
telephone estimate. Instead, 
he recommends asking for a

The estimate should in- 
clude the amount of money 
the consumer will be re- 
quired to pay before the 
truck is loaded, how pay- 
ments must be paid (in 
cash, money order, check, 
or credit card), a full dé- 
scription of the goods to be 
moved, and any additional 
charges that will be made 
for wrapping or packing 
materials.

The area will be upgrad- 
ed to meet the current fire 
safety issues and ADA 
guidelines, and will provide 
a storage area for the oper- 
ations department, he add- 
ed. The project will involve 
mechanical and electrical 
upgrades as well as the in- 
stallation of ceramic tile in 
the girls’ locker room. 

The proposed budget for 
the construction is $382,000, 
and $30,000 for professional 
services, said Sines.

Early Black 
Powder Season 
Regs. Changed 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources Wildlife 
and Heritage Service direc- 
tor Paul A. Peditto has is- 
sued a reminder to deer 
hunters of changes in the 
early.segments.of the muz- 
zleloader seasons. "The 
changes we are making this 
year were developed 
through consultation with 
sportsmen and other inter- 
ested parties, and are con- 
sistent with our deer man- 
agement plan,” Peditto said. 

The first muzzleloader 
segment runs from Thurs- 
day through Saturday, Oct 
17-19. Regulation changes 
that affect hunters in Deer 
Management Region A, 
which includes all of Gar- 
rett County, are the follow- 
ing: 

@In Region A, where 
muzzleloader hunters may 
take one deer during the 
early split, this year the 
deer may be antlered or an- 
tlerless on all three days 
when taken on _ private 
lands. On public lands, that 
deer must be antlered. 
(Hunters should refer to 
page 10 of Hunting and 
Trapping in Maryland 2002- 
2003 for a list of DNR pub- 
lic lands.) 

@Maryland’s license 
structure has changed, and 
muzzleloader hunters must 
purchase a muzzleloader 
stamp, at a cost of $6 for 
residents and $25 for non- 
residents, in addition to a 
regular hunting license 

@Bonus antlered deer 
stamps are not valid for the 
early muzzleloader  seg- 
ments. Bonus deer stamps 
are no longer required to 
take antlerless deer 

Telescopic sights and sa 
bots are permissible for 
muzzleloader deer hunting 
statewide. Muzzleloading ri- 
fles must be at least .40 cal- 
iber and be loaded with not 
less than 60 grains of black 
powder or an equivalent 
amount of blackpowder. 

Bow deer hunters are re- 
minded that bow season is 
closed during the Oct. 17-19 
segment of the muzzleload- 
er season. Bow hunters may 
hunt with a bow on these 
three days but they must 
check any deer taken 
against their muzzleloader 
bag limit. 

For additional informa- 
tion concerning Maryland 
deer hunting regulations, 
hunters may consult “the 
DNR publication Hunting 
and Trapping in Maryland 
2002-2003. This publication 
is issued to hunters when 
they purchase a 2002-2003 
Maryland hunting license, is 
available at DNR _ service 
centers, and can be con-

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THE GOOD GIRL 

Rated R - Running Time: 1:38 - Released 8/7/02 

On the eve of the much-publicized final season of the 
NBC TV show Friends, I must admit that of the show’s six 
actors I think Jennifer Aniston has the most promise for 
a fulfilling post-Friends career. I have been impressed 
with her performance in everything I’ve seen her in (a 
statement I cannot make for any other Friends cast 
member), and this film is no different. The Good Girl, 
written by Mike White and directed by Miguel Arteta(the 
same creative team behind the critically acclaimed 2000 
indie film Chuck & Buck), is another showcase for 
Aniston’s considerable talent as well as another triumph 
for White and Arteta. Thoughtful, dark, and contempla 
tive, with just a hint ofhumor, White’s story is a study in 
the pounding tedium of middle-class life and what it does 
to people, a story of pathetic obsessions taken too far and 
the denial-masked despair that quietly seeps in to replace 
the lost dreams of idealistic youth 

Aniston’s character is Justine Last, a 30-year-old 
discount department store clerk in rural Texas who 
admits that as a child she was full of wonder, but now she 
views life like a prisoner on death row, “either waiting for 
execution or planning an escape.” But then she meets 
Holden (Jake Gyllenhaal), a 22-year-old fellow employee 
and aspiring writer whose real name is Tom Worther, 
but who patterns himself after Holden Caulfield of The 
Catcher In The Rye. Justine’s husband Phil (John C 
Reilly), a house painter who spends all his free time 
smoking pot with his best friend and painting partner 
Bubba (Tim Blake Nelson), is genial and devoted; in fact, 
they’ve been trying to havea baby together. But she can’t 
help being intrigued by Holden, whose dark outlook 
matches her own. Holden is immediately smitten with 
Justine, having finally met a woman who "gets" him, who 
understands his hatred of the world. The two begin a 
clandestine affair that inspires him greatly but consumes 
her with guilt and worry. The real trouble starts, how- 
ever, when Bubba witnesses them meeting at a local 
hotel and blackmails her in a very unpleasant way. This 
in turn causes Holden to do something that fills Justine’s 
world with more intrigue than she had any desire for 

While this story sounds simple and pedestrian, it’s 
not the plot so much as the atmosphere and character 
relationships that matter. Arteta creates an oppressive 
mediocrity that weighs us down just as it does the people

in the story. We are able to relate because we have all 
gone through periods where feelings of static desperation 
have caused us to consider making radical life changes 
without considering the consequences. Aniston and 
Gyllenhaal are both superb in their characterizations— 
he is an intelligent young man who could have a bright 
future, but whose hatred of the world is based on his 
immaturity and self-centered idealism; she is older and 
more world-weary, simply wondering where and when it 
was that life passed her by. But beyond these two, White’s 
story is filled with interesting supporting characters who 
fill out Justine’s world, from her boss (John Carroll 
Lynch) and co-workers (Deborah Rush, Zooey Deschanel, 
and writer White), each of which deals with his or her 
own peculiar issues, to Holden’s parents (John Doe, 
Roxanne Hart), whose cold indifference lends some 
insight into his stunted emotional outcome. 

The end of the film is hopeful, in a melancholy way; 
it underscores that even in the midst of depression and 
tragedy, there are some good things in life to be experi- 
It is not a movie with a resounding message, but

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RED DRAGON 


Rated R - Running Time: 2:05 - Released 10/4/02 
While I admit I’m not a particularly devoted fan of 
horror thrillers, when a movie is good, it’s good. Just like 


its predecessor, The Silence Of The Lambs, Brett Ratner’s 
prequel Red Dragon contains some of the most effec- 
tively executed horror I’ve seen in a long time, and is so 
packed with good acting it’s hard to know where to begin 
praising it. This is not the first adaptation of Thomas 
Harris’s novel Red Dragon (the premier chapter of the 
story continued by 1991’s Lambs and last year’s notice- 
ably inferior Hannibal); it was produced in a 1986 film by 
Michael Mann called Manhunter, with a completely 
different cast. Although that version got good notices, I 
can’t imagine it’s any better than this one, written by Ted 
Tally, who also penned Lambs. In addition to Anthony 
Hopkins, who won the Best Actor Oscar for his portrayal 
in that film of cannibalistic serial killer Hannibal Lecter, 
the cast list is a veritable dream team of acting talent, 
including Edward Norton, Ralph Fiennes, Harvey Keitel, 
and Emily Watson, every one of whom has been nomi- 
nated for at least one Academy Award, and talented 
supporting players like Philip Seymour Hoffman and 
Anthony Heald, who re-creates his character of stupid 
and sadistic prison warden Dr. Frederick Chilton. The 
performances of this high-pedigree cast, coupled with the 
textual subtleties of Harris’s novel and Tally’s screen- 
play, and the skillful direction of Brett Ratner on his first 
horror effort (after directing comedies like Rush Hour 
and Family Man), all combine to make this an intense 
and truly memorable production 

Atthe startin 1980, forensic psychiatrist Dr. Hannibal 
Lecter (Hopkins) is not only a free man, but a highly 
placed member of Baltimore society and a trusted friend 
and advisor to FBI Detective Will Graham (Norton), who 
makes use of Lecter’s incredible intellect and reasoning 

kills while trying t lve crimes. What Will doesn’t 

know is that the suspect in his current case, a serial killer 
known as the Chesapeake Ripper, is none other than 
Lecter himself, who cooks up the remains of his victims 
in gourmet style and serves them to his high-society 
dinner guests. Will doesn’t know, that is, until Dr. Lecter 
attempts to remove Ais liver to use as the main course for 
his next meal. A bloody encounter ends in both men being 
badly injured, but Lecter is caught and incarcerated 

Cut to several years later. Will has retired, but is 
called on by his former boss, Jack Crawford (Keitel), who 
hopes he can help in apprehending a viciouskiller known 
only asthe Tooth Fairy, for theirregular bit@ marks left 
on his victims’ bodies. The killer is actually Francis 
Dolarhyde (Fiennes), a full-blown psycho with a cleft 
palate, repressed mother issues, and a full-back tattoo 
who kills to honor his master, the Red Dragon. It seems 
the only way to apprehend him is to get into his twisted 
mind, and the only one who can do that is Will, with the 
help of his old friend and assailant, Dr. Lecter 

Although there are some flaws in this picture, includ- 
ing some rather overexpository early dialogue (characters 
explain things to each other, for our benefit, that would 
really not need explaining in real life), it is for the most 
part an incredibly haunting and effective thriller. When 
I saw Norton walking down that good old hallway toward 
that solitary folding chair outside Lecter’s good old 
plexiglass-encased cell, just like Jodie Foster did in 1991, 
I couldn’t help having a few pangs of nostalgia. But it’s 
what’s new in this story that really takes the cake 
Fiennes, with his ill-fitting dentures, is a creature like 
I've not seen him since Schindler’s List, but less predict 
able and therefore, somehow, more scary. Watson, por- 
traying a comely blind co-worker who goes out with 
Dolarhyde, is riveting as she attempts, with those huge, 
useless blue eyes, innocently, playfully, to plumb the 
depths of her new lover’s unfathomably dark psyche

THE TUXEDO 
Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 1:37 - Released 9/27/02 

The Tuxedo is what you would get if you cast Jackie 
Chan as Inspector Gadget. The debut project of director 
Kevin Donovan, it is a silly and predictable mix of 
overblown spy intrigue, kung fu, and corny schtick, and 
is only marginally funny at its best. But, as usual, Chan’s 
unpretentious charm helps to excuse a multitude of sins, 
and a multitude there are. Cast opposite Chan is the 
attractive and talented Jennifer Love Hewitt, who has 
moved confidently from TV’s Party of Five through teen 
films like Can’t Hardly Wait and I Know What You Did 
Last Summer, on to more challenging parts like the title 
role in The Audrey Hepburn Story (also for TV, which she 
also co-produced), all the way to comedies like last year’s 
Heartbreakers. She has clearly proven she’s not just a 
pretty face, but unfortunately her character here 
written so badly there’s no way she could possibly make 
sense of it. Actor’s note: Always blame the writers 

The writers to blame are Phil Hay, Matt Manfredi, 
Michael J. Wilson, and Michael Leeson, who have crafted 
a script dubiously well-suited to mindless action comedy 
Chan plays hapless taxi driver Jimmy Tong, whose 
ability tomaneuver his cab recklessly through city traffic 
gets him a new gig as chauffeur for legendary and well 
dressed spy Clark Devlin (Jason Isaacs). Although his 
new bossis friendly and easygoing, he does have one rule 
Don’t Touch The Tuxedo. But when he is badly injured in 
a bombing, he wills the suit to Jimmy, who soon finds that 
it is actually a prototype for the Tactical Uniform X 
periment, or TUX. Clever, eh? So with the press of a 
button on his wristwatch, he is able to defy gravity, scale 
tall buildings, sing and dance like James Brown (who 
appears in a brief cameo), or—you guessed it—fight like 
Jackie Chan. He is assigned to work with high-strung 
agent Del Blaine (Hewitt), who thinks he is actually 
Clark Devlin, to expose a fiendish criminal (Ritchie 
Coster) bent on controlling the country’s water consump 
tion by contaminating all the available drinking water 
except that which is bottled by his own company 

As -with-most-Chan-films,-without-Chan-this-movie 
would be utter trash, but his ability to appear childlike at 
age 48, coupled with his ability to kick the crap out of 
everyone and everything in his vicinity, saves the day 
However, as has become the habit of late, his high-flying 
acrobatics are often aided by computer effects, which, 
while making for some impressive visuals, kind of defeat 
the whole purpose of having Jackie Chan. Hewitt struggle 
valiantly with a character so conflicted, you don’t know 
where her allegiances lie. One minute, she’s Jimmy 
friend; the next, she seems to loathe him. Then she’s 
saving his life. Then he’s saving hers, but she’s still mad 
at him. As the villain, Coster is pure cardboard cutout 
The film ends, as uttakes of Chan flubbing 
his lines and Hewitt laughing her head off. Cute, but it

WASHINGTON — The 
Maryland program that pro- 
vides health insurance to 
thousands of low-income 
children in the state will 
take a double budget hit 
this week, with a cut in 
federal funding and the loss 
of transferred funds from 
other states.

Edwin Park, a financial 
analyst for the Center on 
and Policy Priori- 
ties, said the “front-loaded” 
distribution of federal fund- 
ing, which allocated money 
more generously during the 
program’s infant years when 
many states did not have 
their programs started, is a 
big part of the problem. 

"Congress gave SCHIP a 
lot of money up front. 
Some states took a year or 
two to get their program 
Started so the money wasn’t 
spent. Now, when the pro- 
gram needs the money, it 
has to be given away,” Park 
said. 

Concerned about the hit 
to the SCHIP, Sen. Lincoln 
Chafee, R-R.I., and Sen. 
Jay Rockefeller, D-W.Va., 
have introduced legislation 
designed to extend the 
deadline for states to spend 
their money until fiscal 
2006 and increase overall 
furiding for the states. 

The National Governor’s 
Association has also made 
SCHIP “one of the top pri- 
orities” this year in an effort 
to "keep money in the pro- 
gram," said Matt Salo, di- 
rector of health legislation 
for the association.

St. John’s Wort for Depression 

St. John’s wort has been used to treat de- 
pression and has been popularized by the me- 
dia. This herb has three main actions - antide- 
pressant, antiviraland antibacterial. The mecha- 
nism of action has been shown to be through 
inhibition of the reuptake of serotonin - a chemi- 
cal transmitter in the nervous system

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Family History 
Month Noted By 
Senate, REL 


unanimous consent, 
the U.S. Senate has desig- 
nated October 2002 as 
Family History Month. This 
marks the second year such 
legislation has been ap- 
proved in the Senate; how- 
ever, genealogical societies, 
libraries, and individual 
states have been observing 
Family History Month each 
October since 1990. 

"Millions of Americans 
are researching the history 
of their families," said Sen. 
Orrin G. Hatch (R-Utah) as 
he introduced the resolu- 
tion. 

Genealogy is considered 
to be the second most pop- 
ular hobby in the country 
next to gardening, according 
to a number of sources. 

"Families and individuals 
may be inspired by the 
monthlong observance to 
participate in any of a num- 
ber of activities that will 
help them preserve their 
family’s history," Ruth En- 
low Library associate Keela 
Pfaff commented. 

"Some possibilities _in- 
clude creating a family 
cookbook, documenting 
family traditions in an ap- 
pealing scrapbook, creating 
and burying a time capsule, 
recording oral histories, dis- 
covering the history of your 
home or neighborhood; and 
traveling to places and 
homes where your ancestors 
once lived," stated Pfaff. 
“However, don’t forget that 
history begins with you. 
Why not keep a journal of 
your own life to be enjoyed 
by future generations?" 

The Oakland branch of 
the Ruth Enlow Library has 
a number of materials for 
reference and for borrowing 
to aid amateur family histo- 
rians. Among the books 
available to guide beginners 
at genealogy research are 
Unpuzzling Your Past, The 
Weekend Genealogist, Orga- 
nizing Your Family History 
Search, and Genealogist’s 
Computer Companion. 

The Oakland library also 
has several resources con- 
cerning the history of the 
local area. The "Genealogy 
and Local Information Col- 
lection" includes county his- 
tories for Garrett, Allegany, 
and Frederick counties in 
Maryland; Preston, Tucker, 
and Pendleton counties in 
West Virginia; and Somer- 
set, Bedford, and Fulton 
counties in Pennsylvania. 
Histories are also available 
for individual towns as well 
as specific regions through- 
out Maryland and the tri- 
State area. 

Persons interested in 
conducting genealogical re- 
search on-line may access 
the Internet on one of the 
Oakland library’s six public 
access computer terminals.

I can’t believe that here 
it is Tuesday afternoon and 
I have to rewrite this week’s 
column, which I started last 
Saturday, and it was a good 
one. I don’t know whether 
to recreate it or not. It 
started with a conversation 
I had with Sheila Southerly 
about how different it is for 
our kids living in Bittinger 
now than in the good ol’ 
days of the 1950s and 1960s 
when we were their age.

“On The Mountaintop 
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Soybean Harvest, 
Grain Planting 
Progressing Nicely 

Maryland counties, re- 
ceived very little to no rain 
last week, allowing farmers 
6.4 days suitable for field 
work such as harvesting soy- 
beans. At 7 percent comple- 
tion, soybean harvest has 
just begun in many areas, 5 
percent ahead of last year, 
and 2 percent behind the 
five-year average. Sixty-four 
percent of the crop is drop- 
ping leaves, 12 percent 
ahead of.last year, and 14 
percent-ahead of the five- 
year average. Reported soy- 
bean yields are low due to 
the very dry conditions this 
growing season. 

The dry weather is allow- 
ing small grains to be plant- 
ed at a rapid rate. Barley 
seeding is more than half- 
way complete at 56 percent, 
24 percent moré than last 
year, and 25 percent ahead 
Of the five-year avefage. 
Barley is emerging in mostly 
good condition with 6 per- 
cent rated fair, 88 pefcent 
good, and 6 percent excel- 
lént. Winter wheat is 24 
percent planted, 16 percent 
ahead Of last year, and 15 
percent ahead of the aver- 
age. Wheat is rated 9 per 
cent in fair condition, 73 
percent good, and 18 per- 
cent excellent. 


‘Soil moisture levels 
dropped due to the dry con- 
djtions. Topsoil is rated 31 
percent adequate, 57 per 
cént short, and 12 percent 
very short. Eighteen percent 
of subsoil is rated in ade- 


quate supply, 45 percent 
short, and 37 pettent very 
short.

Ag Tag Now 
Available For 
Farm Vehicles 


Marylanders who own 
vehicles with farm license 
plates may now purchase an 
agriculture plate for their 
vehicle. Agriculture plates 
are available from the Mo- 
tor Vehicfé Administration 
and cost the owner $20 
above the regular registra- 
tion fee. A portion of the 
$20 fee is contributed to the 
Maryland Agricultural Edu- 
cation Foundation to sup- 
port the educational pro- 
grams that they conduct in 
Maryland's schools 

Maryland’s "Ag Tag" 
went into effect on July 1, 
2001, and it depicts a farm 
scene and the words "Our 
Farms, Our Future.” The 
agriculture tag and Chesa- 
peake Bay tag are the only 
commemorative _ license 
plates authorized by the 
Maryland legislature. 

Eligible vehicles for the 
ag plate now include pas- 
senger cars, multi-purpose 
vehicles, trucks up to one 
ton, trailers, for-hire vehi- 
cles, and farm trucks. Ap- 
plications are available at 
any MVA office and at 
www.mdagintheclassroom.- 
com.A separate application 
form is required for each 


service MVA office or 
mailed with check or money 
order to MVA, 6601 Ritch- 
ie Highway NE, Glen Bur- 
nie, MD 21062. For person- 
alized or handicapped 
plates, persons may call 
1-800-950-1682. Once the 
ag tag has been received, 
the owner must immediately 
return to MVA the plates 
presently on his or her ve- 
hicle for cancellation. If a 
vehicle owner is renewing a 
vehicle: registration at the 
same time, he must include 
the renewal notice and reg- 
istration fee, along with the 
$20 ag plate.fee. Ag plates 
have a $5 per‘year renewal 
fee that is paid every two 
years.

CHANGES ANNOUNCED IN THE MILC PROGRAM 

The USDA’s Farm Service Agency announces that 
there have been some administrative changes made to the 
Milk Income Loss Contract (MILC) Program. Because of 
the varying dates that the Boston Class I milk price is an- 
nounced, the procedure has been changed. Beginning Oc- 
tober 1, 2002 (fiscal year 2003), participants must make 
their starting month selection on or before the 15th of the 
month before the start month selected by the dairy opera- 
tion. 

Producers who choose not to select the starting month 
at the time they submit their MILC application (Form 
CCC-580) must inform the county office that they will not 
be making a start month selection, and shall initial and 
date the statement in block 18 of the CCC-580. Payments 
will be issued beginning with the first month of the fiscal 
year if no start month is designated or if the FSA office 
is not notified otherwise of the dairy operation's intentions 
according to this procedure. 

Changes to the starting month designated on the CCC- 
580 must now be made on or before the 15th of the 
month before the month designated on the CCC-580. 
Otherwise, the designated starting month cannot be 
changed until the next fiscal year 

Policy has been revised so that if a dairy operation’s 
transition period carries over to multiple fiscal years, the 
dairy operation will not receive a payment for the month 
the dairy operation submits a completed CCC-580 to the 
FSA office if a month is designated to start receiving pay- 
ments. If a month is not selected and the dairy operation 
has remaining pounds of eligibility, then a payment would 
be issued for the contract month, which is the month the 
CCC-580 is submitted. This is in addition to any transition 
period payments made during that fiscal year 

Production reported by each operation on the CCC-580 
must represent all milk production produced and market- 
ed for each applicable month specified on the CCC-580 
during the MILC contract period. Monthly milk produc- 
tion may not be apportioned to avoid the maximum pay- 
ment quantity. 

Dumped milk that causes the contamination of a bulk 
load for which an insurance indemnity is paid to’ the pro- 
ducer is not considered commercially marketed milk and 
is ineligible production for the MILC Program. Milk 
dumped on the farm by state or health department order 
is ineligible production as well. Milk delivered to a hand- 
ler that does not contaminate the bulk load that is paid 
for by the handler and reflected in the milk check, but is 
ultimately dumped by the handler, is eligible production 
for the MILC Program. 

The option to forgo the transition period payment is 
only applicable to fiscal year 2002 and is not available dur- 
ing fiscal years 2003 through 2005

of the MILC procedure or those who wish to enroll in the 
program should either telephone FSA at 304-329-1923 or 
visit the Farm Service Agency office located in the Corner 
Mall of the Kingwood Plaza.

State High School Dropout Rate 
Lower, But County’s Up Slightly

ANNAPOLIS Mary- 
land’s public high school 
dropout rate has hit the 
lowest point in a decade, 
according to data recently 
released by the Maryland 
education department. 
However, Garrett County’s 
rate increased slightly dur- 
ing the '90s. 

Only 3.69 percent of 
Maryland high school stu- 
dents quit during the 2001- 
2002 school year, down 
from 5.36 percent during 
1992-1993, according to da- 
ta released late last month. 

Nationally, 4.8 percent of 
10th- through 12th-graders 
dropped out of school dur- 
ing the 1999-2000 school 
year, most recent United 
States Department of Edu- 
cation data shows. 

For years the Maryland 
State Department of Educa- 
tion, has been "trying to 
maké the high school diplo- 
ma mean a little more,” said 
spokesman Bill Reinhard 
With the economy strug- 
gling, students realize they 
need a strong educational 
background to get a well- 
paying job, he said 

"As the economy gets 
tighter...jobs are less plenti- 
ful," Reinhard said. "I think 
high-schooler$ recognize the 
importance Of a strong cre 
dential on their record." 

Dropout rates in the 
troubled Baltimore and 
Prince George’s County dis- 
tricts have steadily declined 
over the past 10 years 

Baltimore’s rate, which 
was 18.53 percent in 1993, 
is now 10.32 percent. Prince 
George’s County declined 
from 4.29 percent a decade 
ago to 2.85 percent 

In the past decade, 13 of 
Maryland’s 24 public school 
systems recorded a declin 
ing number of dropouts 
Baltimore County, Carroll,

Garrett County’s rate, 
however, edged upward 
from 4.33 percent in 1992- 
93 to 4.59 in 2001-02, fifth 
highest among Maryland’s 
23 Counties and Baltimore 
City. The rate for adjacent 
Allegany County more than 
doubled, from 1.71 percent 
in 1992-93 to 4.01 percent 
in 2001-02. 

More intensive programs 
targeting troubled teens, 
such as those in St. Mary’s 
County, get part of the 
credit from educators for 
the improvement. Kathleen 
Lyon, St. Mary’s County 
schools pupil services direc- 
tor, attributes the county’s 
decreasing dropout rate 
from 4.16 percent in 1993 
to 2.91 percent this year 
to its growing number of 
dropout prevention pro 
grams. St. Mary’s County 
identifies eighth- and ninth- 
graders with learning prob- 
lems and places them in 
special classes to reinforce 





academics, decision-making, 
and organizational skills. 
The county school system 
also offers summer and 
night classes. 

Most importantly, Lyon 
said, administrators pro- 
mote regular school atten- 
dance. 

"Students drop out for 
lots of different reasons. It

could be that students get 
behind. Others. may feel 
that they need to help their 
families out in a financial 
way,” she said. "Stressing 
consistent attendance is so 
critical because it’s a habit. 
If it’s a habit, you want to 
be in school." 

The percentage of stu- 
dents in all racial and eth- 
nic groups quitting high 
school has decreased during 
the past decade, but most 
significantly for African 
Americans, American Indi- 
ans, and Alaskan Natives. 
Asians and Pacific Islanders 
— at 1.28 percent — were 
least likely to drop out of 
high school. Whites and 
Hispanics feflowed at 2.91 
percent and 3.44 percent, 
respectively. 


More likely to drop out 
were African Americans — 
at 5.2 percent — and Amer- 
ican Indians and Alaskan 
Natives — at 4.59 percent, 
according to Education De- 
partment data. In 1993, 9.31 
percent of African Ameri- 
cans and 7.77 percent of 
American Indians, and 
Alaskan Natives dropped 
out of high school. 

"That’s definitely a na- 
tional trend. Maryland is 
not by any means unique in

Representatives from the 
Eastern regional office of 
Clipper Windpower, the

Approximately three doz- 
en area residents were on 
hand as Clipper’s Eastern 
Region leader Kevin Rack- 
straw introduced Allegheny 
Heights Windfarm project 
manager Ron Orozco and 
discussed the proposed fac- 
ility. The audience, which 
included at least one resi- 
dent who lives in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the pro- 
posed project, appeared to 
be receptive to the informa- 
tion Rackstraw presented, 
and asked a number of 
questions

The 
prevailing winds travel east 
from the Ohio Valley, rise 
up when they hit the ridges 
of this area, then cool and 
sink as they slide down the 
eastern side of the moun- 
tain ranges; therefore, 
there’s nearly always a 
steady breeze. 

"Winds are rated on an 
increasing scale of 1 to 7; 
Garrett County’s winds 
have a 4 rating, with many 
of the ridgelines rated at 5. 
loday’s turbines don’t need 
any more than what you 
have here in order for the 
windmill’s blades to turn 
and generate plenty of 
electricity." 

Clipper’s pursuit of the 
Garrett County site was 
also influenced by the exist- 
ing infrastructure in the 
area of Backbone Mountain 
under consideration. The 
proposed wind farm is 
divided into two sections, 
one 3.3 miles long extend- 
ing from the Turkey Rock 
area southwest to the Eagle 
Rock area; and a second 
section that begins just over 
2 miles from the “end” of 
the first, and extends south- 
west for 5.3 miles from the 
area of Bethlehem Road to 
end just before reaching 
Table Rock.

Allen said. Garrett students

An editorial writer for the New York. Times, in 
writing this week about the D.C. area sniper/mur- 
derer and the extensive media coverage of the case, 
alleged that it is law enforcement’s task to hide as 
much of the information as possible, and it is the 
media's task to find it and report it. 

That, in our opinion, is not only an afrogant, 
grossly mistaken interpretation of a responsible role 
of the media in its coverage of criminal cases, but al- 
so has the potential of bringing harm to more inno- 
cent citizens. We are outraged about some of the in- 
formation that has been disseminated by the national 
media, information which serves no useful purpose 
and, in fact, serves only to aid and assist the shooter 
in his murderous campaign. 

The primary, goal of the major news networks is 
no longer to report the news, but to beat their com- 
petitors at reporting the news, not only from a time 
standpoint, but also in terms of detail. Being first 
and digging up new information to report, regardless 
of the consequences, take precedence over responsi- 
ble reporting. 

Yes, the public has a right to know and, for safety 
purposes, needs to know certain things. It is impor- 
tant to know about each time the killer strikes and 
where. A description of the vehicle he might be dri- 
ving and a personal, physical description of the 
shooter himself are extremely important. Reporting 
various precautions persons should take to help them 
avoid becoming the next victims is important, useful 
information. To a certain extent, reporting profiles 
and patterns of such criminals may help the public 
assist law enforcement in ultimately making an ar- 
rest. 

However, reporting that military aircraft with 
sophisticated infrared cameras are now being used to 
search for the shooter, and that surveillance cameras 
are located at numerous locations such as ATM ma- 
chines, shopping center parking lots, and inside many 
businesses is information that is useful only to the 
shooter. A reporter making the statement that the 
shooter "has yet to kill someone on a weekend" 
§érves only as a dare for him to do so. Our own gov- 
érnor’s public description of the shooter as "a cow- 
ard’ serves absolutely no useful gulp and could 
actually encourage the shooter to kill again, 

In all likelihood this criminal is.intelligent, and he 
ig probably watching, and delighting in, the television 
coverage of his actions on a daily basis. Why would 
anyone want to feed him any information that he can 
use to his advantage or that would give him a new 
idea? 

There are times fhat our own reporters here at 
The Republican \earn of a criminal case that is under 
investigation by local law enforcement personnel. 
Our reporting of a case that is under active investiga- 
tion would be perfectly within our legal rights. But 
because doing so would have the potential of de- - 
stroying that case and allowing guilty persons to get 
away, we elect instead to cooperate with police, and 
hold off publishing such information when requested 
to do so. Once an arrest is made, we then report the 
details of the case.

Though at least 
one has apologized for what 
is now called mistaken 
remarks remarks that 
contradicted President 
Bush’s description of Islam 
as a peaceful religion whose 
adherents have over time 
contributed greatly to the 
fields of learning, medicine, 
etc it is probably a fact, 
as the cliche has it, that the 
accusation is on page one 
and the refutation on page 
14, in the midst of the ads 
on the latest restorative 
nostrums. Yet, in speaking 
out, the churchmen were 
availing themselves of guar- 
antees under U.S. funda 
mental law 

These rights, some of our 
compatriots hold, are not 
invested in absolute terms, 
analogizing that one is 
morally and legally pro 
scribed from shouting fire 
in a crowded assembly 
when no _ such situation 
exists.

minorities. The former's 
troubles in Islamic Chech- 
‘ ' J ‘ ae Tia wee 
ism, self-determination, are 
well publicized, while the 
stirrings of religious nation- 
alism is. the federation’s 


Muslim Republic of Tatar- 
stan (pop. of about 20 mil- 
lion) are less well-known 
but of rising concern, €.g., 
Muslim women’s objection 
to passport photographs 
necessitating the removal of 
head scarves and the Krem- 
lin’s efforts to curtail Tata- 
rstan “sovereignty.” ‘The 
republic's actions and re- 
monstrations are for some 
Russian nationalists nothing 
less than an omen of possi- 
ble nascent dismemberment 
of Russia. 

As to France, there has 
been no dearth of reports 
on a recent presidential 
candidate’s racial and eth- 
nic views, the basis of tur- 
moil politically and socially. 
In short there is no return 
to the status quo ante once 
the undiplomatic rhetoric 
unleashed. 

The foregoing has in- 
volved several unintended 
consequences in the civilian 
sector. Repercussions ensue 
as well in the military do- 
main, especially comments 
on a possible pre-emptive 
strike on Iraq should the 
United Nation's conditions 
imposed on Hussein follow- 
ing the Persian Gulf War

What wé 
call a mushroom is actually just the "tip of the iceberg.” It 
is the fruiting body for the much larger underground por 
tion of the organism called the mycelium. When condi 
tions are optimal for reproduction, the fruiting body forms

BARBERSHOP 
Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 1:42 - Released 9/13/02 

The fact that African-American leaders like Jesse 
Jackson and Al Sharpton have publicly denounced Tim 
Story’s nearly all-black independent film Barbershop for 
its disrespectful reinarks about Martin Luther King Jr., 
Rosa Parks, and Jackson himself will no doubt help more 
than hurt box-office figures—everyone knows contro- 
versy is the best way to sell tickets—and the film has 
indeed done very well so far, having earned $21 million 
in its first weekend. But after seeing thé film I have to 
wonder if these distinguished leaders are even getting 
the point. The whole idea of the scene in question, which 
is explained in the dialogue, is that a man can voice his 
opinions in this barber shop without fear of reprisal, he 
can safely assert his views even if they are not the 
popular or even the most politically correct views, be- 
cause this barber shop has established itself as a safe 
haven for such expression. That’s called freedom, folks, 
a concept for which those same black leaders fought and 
continue to fight, a concept on which this nation was 
based. Moreover, the disparaging comments are simply 
the opinions of one character who is hotly contradicted by 
almost everyone else in the room; the script in no way 
implies that these are the viewpoints of the filmmakers 
or of the film itself. So let me get this straight...we don’t 
mind hundreds of black characters being portrayed every 
year in mainstream cinema as murderers, rapists, thieves, 
drug and alcohol addicts, wife and child abusers, etc., but 
if a black character exercises his right to voice his 
opinion, we object? 

Regardless of the news surrounding it, Barbershop is 
for the most part a funny, thought-provoking, and well 
performed film that deserves to be seen. The story, 
written by Mark Brown with screenplay help from Don D 
Scott and Marshall Todd, involves Calvin Palmer (rapper 
lee Cube), the third-generation owner of the titular 
establishment on Chicago’s South Side, which serves not 
only as a barber shop, but a meeting place for a commu 
nity of regular customers who come in to exchange views 
and share companionship. Though his deceased father 
has passed into legend for his many years of ownership 
and his generosity with the poor, Calvin himself is 
plagued with debts, his wife (Jazsmin Lewis) is expecting 
their first child, and his last loan application fell through 
Meanwhile, in a side plot so silly it’s out of place, a pair 
of inept thugs (Anthony Anderson and Lahmard Tate 
steal an ATM machine from another local business 
While they lug the heavy machine around the neighbor 
hood*and try to break it open as if it were a huge piggy 
bank, Calvin wrestles with his mixed feelings over his 
establishment, finally selling it to a slimy loan shark 
(Keith David) and then almost immediately regretting 
the decision 

While neither of these plot lines is particularly 
interesting, the one being uninspired and the other just 
plain stupid, what is really enjoyable about this movie is 
the interaction between the large cast that makes up the 
staff and customers of the shop, including comedian 
Cedric the Entertainer (The Original Kings Of Comedy), 
who plays an aging barber with some very unorthodox 
ideas abeut black history, Sean Patrick Thomas as a 
conceited college boy, Michael Ealy as an ex-con trying to 
stay straight, Troy Garity as a white boy steeped in black 
culture, and rap singer Eve as the shop’s only female 
employee, whose cheating boyfriend is almost as annoy- 
ing to her as whoever keeps drinking her apple juice 
These characters argue about everything from Affirma- 
tive Action to education to romance to how to give a good 
shave. While Cedric’s age make-up, with fake-looking 
pieces of cotton inserted in his hair, is neither convincing

his opinions, controversial or not, provide a side of the 
race issue not often seen by white folks. As My Big Fat 
Greek Wedding was a hilarious poke at Greek-American 
culture that would have been offensive were it not 
written by a Greek, Barbershop is valuable as a peek into 
the real lives and minds of African Americans. 

Word has it that Rev. Jackson made his judgment 
without even seeing the movie, which explain his 
ignorance of the context, but whether we interested 
in the film’s controversy or simply a good evening’s 
entertainment, you'll get both if you see this film. With 
its themes of appreciating what you have, learning to 
believe in something, and finding a way for all of us to 
exist together in peace, juxtaposed with itssilly, slapsticky 
criminal subplot, Barbershop offers a flawed but personal 
look into the struggles that exist within the African- 
American community and man himself. **** 


THE TRANSPORTER 
Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 1:32 - Released 10/11/02 

What happens when you team up Hong Kong writer/ 
producer/director/actor/fight choreographer Corey Yuen; 
known for countless Chinese action flicks dating back to 
the 1970s, French writer/producer/director Luc Besson, 
known for countless French movies like La Femme 
Nikita and Messenger: The Story of Joan of Arc, and 
American writer/winemaker Robert Mark Kamen, known 
for the Karate Kid movies and a really kickass Cabernet 
Sauvignon? Here’s what happens: everybody gets drunk 
and writes an action movie. The Transporter, starring 
Jason Statham (Snatch), attempts to amalgamate Bond, 
Chan, and Diesel, but those guys all have something that 
Statham lacks: charm. This guy is more like Van Damme 
or Seagal, delivering kicks, punches, and bullets without 
giving us any reason tocare. The resultis an excruciating 
experience of hollow, empty action, with idiotic dialogue, 
no characterization to speak of, and a comic-book premise 
too silly to take seriously. The only reason I can recom- 
mend this movie is for novelty purposes: it could be a fun 
activity to count the plot holes and logical discrepancies. 
But I'd wait for the video, so you can leave the room to 
throw up when necessary. 

Statham is Frank Martin, a British ex-military living 
in France, who has established a lucrative business 
transporting people and packages, no questions asked 
(except for size, weight, and destination), for a variety of 
ill-conceived shady characters. His success is based 
primarily on a rigid devotion to three rules: 1) Never 
change the deal, 2) No names, and 3) Never open the 
package. After an unfathomably ridiculous auto chase 
scene intended to establish his technique behind the 
wheel of his sexy BMW sportscar, which is fitted out with 
multiple license plates that he can change with the touch 
of a button, we get to the meat of the story. He is hired 
by a cartoonishly evil, smirking American named Wall 
Street (Matt Schulze) to take an oversized gym bag to a 
remote location. All goes well until he gets a flat tire and 
opens the trunk to get the spare, and the gym bag starts 
squirming. At first he ignores it, but curiosity gets the 
better of him, and he breaks rule #3. Inside is a beautiful 
Asian girl named Lai(Qi Shu), bound and gagged. Uh-oh, 
rule #2 broken. When he removes her duct tape, she tells 
him of a cargo container filled with 400 of her Chinese 
countrymen who are about to arrive in port and be sold 
into slavery by Wall Street and her father (Ric Young), an 
evil Chinese businessman driven to these desperate acts 
by the depression of knowing he looks like an Asian 
version of Paul Simon in drag. Upon learning this, Frank 
decides, what the hell, he’s already broken two rules; he 
might as well break them all 

From its opening chase (car ps off bridge, lands 
squarely in empty spot on cao karrier truck, trucker 
doesn’t notice) to its numerous brain-dead action scenes 
(man.covers self in oil, is therefore too slippery for his 
assailants to hold onto) to its empty characterizations 
(burly, emotionless man and hot, panty-clad girl make 
friends based solely on burliness and panty-cladism), this 
movie is as fun to sit through as a burning hemorrhoid, 
Director Yuen and writers Besson and Kamen are obvi- 
ously under the impression that audiences don’t require 
any logical explanation of events, do not pay attention to 
details, and are ignorant of basic physics. And Statham 
seems to buy into that too, making no attempt to achieve 
a believable, let alone likable, human character. If there 
is any justice, fate will transport this movie to the video 
store, to the discount shelf, and finally to the dumpster, 
where it belongs, * : :

COVENANT 
October 20, 2002 





Background Scripture: 
Jeremiah 30 through 31 
Devotional Reading: 
Hebrews 10:11-18 


Covenant is a term hardly used 
today. If we hear or read it, it is 
usually a fleeting reference in a 
sermon, worship service or reli- 
gious literature. We are also likely 
to refer to the act of Chnstian mar- 
riage as the making of a covenant 
If the state regards a church wed- 
ding as a legal contract, why do 
we use the word covenant in 
stead? 

In my dictionary “contract 
and “covenant” are defined in al- 
most identical terms. But, as Chris- 


tians use “covenant”, it has a 
rather different connotation 
While both “covenant” and “con- 
tract” indicate an agreement be- 
tween two or more parties, “cov- 
enant” usually signifies the pres- 


ence of God as a party to this 
agreement. Furthermore, while a 
contract indicates value given for 
value received, a covenant sug- 
gests that each of the parties will 
go much beyond simple guid pro 
quo 

This was certainly true of the 
covenant between God and 
Abraham. The people constantly 
failed to hold up their end of the 
agreement and the covenant 
continued only because of the 
grace of God that-always goes +n- 
finitely beyond the letter of the 


law. Whereas a contract is based 
upon the letter of the law, a 
covenant is always based upon a 
relationship in which we get far 
more than we deserve 


Not Our Invention 
Christians often make the mis- 


take of thinking thatthe New Cov- 
enant is an invention of the New 
Testament. The first chronologi- 
cal mention of it is in Jeremiah 31 
This is one of the most important 
passages of the Old Testament 


and Jeremiah’s single most impor-

tant contribution to the Jewish 
and Christian religions. Some 
have called it “the high-water mark 
of the Old Testament.” 

As almost all of Jeremiah's 
prophecies are dark and gloomy, 
Jeremiah 30 and 31 are sometimes 
called “the little Book of Com- 
fort", because Jeremiah promises 
that God will eventually restore 
Israel and Judah to their lands and 
homes. Even more important, the 
covcnant which the people so 
thoroughly violated will be re- 
placed by a new covenant that 
goes far beyond the original one. 
Instead of being inscribed in 
stone, it will be written upon their 
hearts as an inward and individual 
covenant: “And no longer shall 
each man teach his neighbor and 
each his brother, saying, ‘Know 
the Lord’, for they shall all know 
me, from the least of them to the 
greatest...” (v. 34) 

; What's Essential? 

As Stanley Brite Frost puts it, 
“Circumcision, the ark, the temple, 
the city, the state, prophet, priest, 
king can all go...since they are not 
essential.” So what is essential? 
People will do what is right, not 
by external compulsion, but by in- 
ner conviction and desire. Thus, 
some 600 years before the birth of 
Christ, we find a new direction, an 
immediate and direct relationship 
between the individual and God 

Later, although he didn’t use

QO staking baths? — Kevin L., 
Marfrietia, Ga. 

A ~Good question! As soon as 
edoggy science discovers that 
answer, I'll bring it to you 
Seriously though, even dogs that 
love water (like labs. and retrievers) 
hate getting a bath. There are several 
reasons for this, including the bathing 
area, water temperature and perfumed 
soap. What respectable outdoor dog 
wants to smell nice, anyway? After 
all, a dog's idea of a “nice” smell is the 
odor of whatever he just rolled in 
The idea of being held in place can 
be upsetting for many dogs, and after a 
few bathing sessions in the tub or the 
back yard, a negative association with 


the bath area could be developed 

Vary the location of your dog’s bath, 
if you can. Wash him in the tub one 
week, and in the laundry sink (if he'll 
fit) the next. Use lukewarm (not hot or 
cold) water and unscented shampoo 
made especially for dogs. Rinse all the 
soap off so he can lick his coat without 
any residual soap taste. 

Most of all, help him enjoy it by pro- 
viding treats before and after, as well 
as lots of attention and playtime after 
the bath. With luck, he'll face bath 
time with less fear and less of a strug- 
gle for you.

Anniversary 


The Christian Crossing 
thrift observed its 
fourth of opera- 
tion recently. The thrift 
shop functions as a collec- 
tion and distribution facility 
for donated household 
items, most of which are 
sold for nominal amounts 
to citizens of limited means. 
In circumstance of critical 
need, certain items can be 
provided at no cost. The 
store is located at 2 West 
First Avenue in Loch Lynn. 

Christian Crossing is a 
project of the multi-denom- 
inational Garrett Coopera- 
tive Ministry, which brings 
organizations and individu- 
als together in a collabora- 
tive effort to operate the 
store. In addition to over- 
seeing the sales operation 
of low-cost items to walk-in 
customers, the Ministry au- 
thorizes the allocation of 
proceeds back to the com- 
munity in a variety of chari- 
table ways. 

A referral process—usu- 
ally undertaken through an 
established agency such as 
Garrett Community Action 
or the Health Department- 
—is designed to provide 
persons in a crisis situation 
with specified contributions 
(such as utility payments or 
security deposits) in an ef- 
fort to help achieve indé- 
pendence. 

Profits from Christian 
Crossing have also been 
used to support selected 
programs, such as the Pre- 
scription Drug and WIC 
programs. In 2001-02, Gar 
rett Cooperative Ministries 
paid tuition fees for 10 
adults to attend MVA 
school, a requirement for 
individuals seeking a dri- 
ver’s license for the first 
time. 

"The response from the 
community has been terrif- 
ic” Garrett Cooperative 
Ministries board member 
Fred Herath stated con- 
cerning the many donations 
of merchandise the thrift 
shop has received sifftemt 
opened.

I got only one 
tiny bunch from my scrawny 
young vines, and Carol Bass 
told me she didn’ t get any. 
I meant AO .¥ Tommy 
Glotfelty Avhen I saw him if 
he had ‘gotten an\ off his 
vines at his hom® now 
which was the home of his 
late paternal grandparents, 
Elwood and Beatrice Glot- 
felty. It was good to see 
him with his mother Donna 
and grandmother Ida Reck- 
ner at the Parish Joint 
Appalachian Sunday ser- 
vice. 

I did notice for the first 
time a fairy ring of a choice 
edible wild mushroom, 
horse mushrooms, growing 
along Rock Lodge Road in 
front of Tommy’s home.

A pure white mushroom 
with a cup at the base of 
the stem E3 be "the de- 
stroy an the name of 
which tals you everything 
you need to know about the 
safety of them. But - the 
horse mushrooms not gfow- 
ing under pine treés, but 
| in open mowed 
grassy fields and yards with 
pale cream or pinkish caps, 
gills, and spores when they 
are young, are safe to eat. 
They pass their prime when 
they reach the dark brown 
—-. But please, don’t pick 

eat wild mushrooms 
without an experienced 
pickers approval. T picked 
those mushrooms at the 
fairgrounds along with a lot 
of other people. One more 
caution note — it is some- 
times possible to get sick 






from wild mushrooms if you 
drink alcohol.

I don’t believe that 
I get this many head colds 
and viruses during October 
and early November, which 
I always did and still do 
When it first hit me in the 
fifth grade I think my par- 
ents thought that I was 
allergic to school.

Garrett County tax bills become delinquent 15 months after billing. Therefore, 
2001-02 (orange) tax bills and prior years were delinquent October 1, 2002. The 2002- 
03 (green) bills WILL NOT BE delinquent until October 1, 2003. Personal Property 
taxes for 2001-02 and prior years are also delinquent and become a lien on real estate.

There is a fourfold challenge when confronting drug and alcohol addiction and related violations. Addiction and 


abuse prevention is primarily a function of education and moral values. Several prevention programs exist and enjoy limited 
success causing professional police organizations to rethink their approaches. As a police organization the Garrett County 
Sheriff's Department must avail itself of all information available and apply only those programs that give the highest rate of 
return. In addition, thinking “outside the box" will help develop and tailor new concepts to our local challenges. 


Enforcement is the second consideration. Because of the destructive nature of the abusers’ actions, enforcement 
The department's deputies will use the most effective patrol technique to 
apprehend and arrest those who violate the Maryland statutes. These patrol concepts will be based on demographics and 
statistical information. Second offenders must not be given a chance to become third offenders. 


must be lawful and without compromise. 


Rehabilitation is the next step in the process. The Judiciary, the State's Attorney, and the Sheriff's Department must 
pool their talents to find ways to invoke the necessary change in the abuser’s life so the individual can become addiction free. 
When drivers are convicted of being under the influence of alcohol or drugs, every effort must be made to keep them free 


from their addiction and others safe. 


Finally, the damage to others as the result of abuse must not be overlooked. Victims of auto accidents and domestic 
violence where substance abuse is involved need counseling. Addicted children of abuser parents need help. This is where 
the churches and schools, working with the department, can lead the way in identifying needs and providing aid, comfort, 
and support. A full-time department chaplain would coordinate these assets and oversee the programs.

tf USDA PROVIDES WEB-BASED TOOL TO HELP 
CHOOSE BASE AND YIELD OPTIONS 

"Farm owners faced with deciding whether to update 
their base and yield figures for government farm programs 
have a new tool at their disposal,” said Eric McCartney, 
county executive director for the Preston County Farm 
Service Agency. "This interactive web-based tool will allow 
landowners to evaluate base and yield options for direct 
and counter-cyclical payments so they can make informed 
decisions." The free calculator can be found at http://- 
www.fsa.usda.gov/pas/farmbill/tools.asp. 

"They can use this computer-based program, called the 
Base and Yield Update Option Analyzer (BYA), to ana- 
lyze the economic consequences by calculating from the 
five base and four yield options offered by the 2002 Farm 
Bill,” said McCartney. The program was developed by 
Texas A&M University’s Agricultural Food and Policy 
Center (AFPC) in conjunction with USDA's Farm Service 
Agency (FSA). Updating bases and yields is complex and 
involves several different combinations of acreage, types 
of commodities, and varying market conditions. The on- 
line program allows producers to see the projected crop 
payments, helping them understand each of the options 
available. 

"The 2002 Farm Bill affords landowners the opportuni- 
ty to update bases and yields,” said McCartney. "This al- 
lows them to take advantage of improved yields and re- 
sults in-government payments that are more in line with 
actual production." 

According to McCartney, base and yield data currently 
on file at Farm Service Agency offices has been frozen 
since 1985. 

To use the tool, producers must first enter specific data 
about their farming operations, such as planted acres and 
yields for each type of crop grown. Producers can then en- 
ter projected crop prices. The tool will calculate a combi- 
nation of seven base and yield options and six years of 
projected payments for each crop covered under the 2002 
Farm Bill. 

Producers have until April 1, 2003, to select base and 
yield options and until June 2, 2003, to sign up for the di- 
rect and counter-cyclical program. If no election is made 
by the April 1, 2003, deadline, the farm’s bases will default 
to the 2002 base, plus oilseeds if applicable. This is espe-

Hints for the Home Gardener

The Terra Alta Public 
Library will host a reception 
to celebrate the library's 30 
years of community service, 
and invites the public to at- 
tend.

They also 
worked within their posi- 
tions a8 town officials doing 
what they could to get the 
library. operational. Elliott

that time, was a great help 
as well. 

Within its first two years 
of operation, the library was 
a success and outgrew the 
space at the Town Hall. 
The first move was made in 
1974 to a building across 
the street, the Bargain 
House, which is now Moose 
Lodge 1395. Over the 
course of the next decade 
the. growth was steady and 
the library outgrew the 
space again. The second 
move was back across 
Washington Avenue to the 
Trembly buildingimNoveni- 
ber 1986.

Environmental Health 
Services of the Garrett 
County Health Department 
reports the ninth case of 
laboratory confirmed rabies 
in the county for the year 
2002. A raccoon, submitted 
to the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene Rabies Laboratory 
in Baltimore, was confirmed 
positive for rabies on Oc 
tober 11 


The report said that the 
raccoon entered the yard of 
a residence located in the 
Sang Run Road area on 
October 9. There was sus 
pected exposure to the fam 
ily cat. The property owner 
shot and killed the raccoon 
The cat, which was current 
ly vaccinated against rabies, 
was given a rabies booster 
and will be monitored for 
45 days. There was no hu- 
man exposure 

Pet owners are, once 
again, advised to check the 
rabies vaccination status of 
their dogs, cats, and ferrets 
In addition, individuals are 
reminded not to handle 
their pets within two hours 
after they have fought or 
had contact with a wild ani 
mal. If it is necessary to 
handle an exposed pet, 
wearing protective gloves is 
recommended. Persons are 
also reminded to wash their

The decision was made 
after several individuals in 
the construction field made 
suggestions about improving 
the county’s permitting and 
inspection processes 

In particular, John Nel- 
son, director of planning 
and zoning, said a local 
contracting company made 
three building-code policy 
suggestions: that a policy 
requiring continuing educa- 
tion on construction, engi- 
neering, and other con- 
tracting services be imple- 
mented; that construction 
profiles be submitted to the 
Office of Permits and In- 
spections by the general 
contractor or homebuilder; 
and that a board be estab- 
lished to address building 
issues 

Nelson inspectors 
would find it easier to com- 
plete inspections of homes 
if the contractor submitted 
engineering or architectural 
plans to his office 

Currently, he said, certi- 
fied plans are not required, 
but can be requested by the 
inspector. The decision not 
to require plans for "single- 
family" homes was made by 
the codes committee that 
reviewed the county’s origi- 
nal permitting process sev- 
eral years ago. The board 
was composed of two home 
builders, an architect, an 
engineer, building inspector, 
a fire marshal, and other in- 
dividuals, Nelson said.

Support Grant 
For Broadband 


The Garrett County com- 
missioners voted this week 
to commit up to $75,000 to 
support a_ private/public 
venture that would provide 
high-speed Internet access 
in the Oakland area. 

Allegheny Communica- 
tions Connect will be re- 
questing $1.3 million in 
federal funding from the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture (USDA) Rural Util- 
ity Service Community 
Broadband Program. The 
grant, however, requires a 
15 percent matching fund 

The town of Oakland, 
Maryland Technology De- 
velopment Corporation 
(TEDCO), and Allegheny 
Communications Connect 
will also contribute to the 
project, said Frank Shap, 
the county’s information 
technology coordinator. 

"The availability of 
broadband communications 
will allow county agencies 
to improve service to our 
citizens in areas ranging 
from streamlined permitting 
approvals, to more efficient 
highway clearing, to en- 
hanced 9-1-1 emergency re- 
sponse," stated the com- 
missioners’ letter of support 
to Allegheny Communica- 
tions Connect 


The commissioners add 
ed, however, that if the 
grant is not approved, the 
county would not be obli- 
gated to contribute to the 
project. Additionally, the 
officials reserved the right 


to re-examine the project's 
feasibility, should the award 
be less than the requested 
$1.3 million 

A meeting was held last 
week in Oakland for resi- 
dents to learn more about 
the project. "There was a 
relatively small turnout," 
Shap said, "but it was gen- 
erally well received.” 

Lotal private Internet 
service providers have also 
been informed about their 
roles in the endeavor. They 
will be given the opportu- 
nity to buy wholesale access 
to the broadband service. 
Their customers could then 
purchase the service at re- 
tail cost. Two ISPs have ex- 
pressed interest so far, said 
Shap. 

The grant application 
which is due in Washington, 
D.C., on Nov 5 is b Ing 
completed, Shap said. The 
funding is awarded only to 
communities, not larger 
areas such as counties, and 
is based on criteria such as 
population, economic need, 
and benefits derived from 
proposed SeTVICEe 

The broadband service in 
Oakland could be the start 
ing point for a fiber “back 
bone" in Garrett County. 
Shap hopes to eventually

Photo Finish Expected In 
Race For Maryland Governor

ANNAPOLIS — Break 
out the cameras. Maryland's 
gubernatorial race could be 
a photo finish. 

The quest for the top 
seat in Maryland is closer 
than ever, according to a 
poll released Tuesday by 
Gonzales/Arscott Research 
and Communications Inc, 

Republican candidate 
U.S. Rep. Bob Ehrlich 
maintained a slight edge 
over Democratic rival Kath- 
leen Kennedy Townsend, 46 
percent to 45 percent, the 
poll found. 

But that edge is so slim 
as to be statistically insignif- 
icant. The difference be- 
tween the two is less than 
the poll’s 3.5 percent mar- 
gin of error, meaning the 
race is a tossup. 

"This is a horse race,"

Maryland voters have

or delivered, or by midnight 
if sent by facsimile 

Registered voters qualify 
for absentee voting if they 
are going to be out of their 
county of residence on 
election day, are ill or dis- 
abled, are 65 years of age or 
older and their polling place 
is inaccessible, are full-time 
college students residing on 
campus, or are confined in 
or restricted to an institu- 
tion 

An application for an ab- 
sentee ballot must be made 
in writing to the voter's local 
board of elections. Voters 
may ~use~ the application 
contained in the website of 
the Maryland State Board 
of Elections, which is 
located at www.elections- 
maryland.com, or make an 
informal request containing 
the voter's name, voter reg- 
istration address, the reason 
for requesting an absentee 
ballot, where the ballot is to 
be mailed, and the voter's 
signature. There is no re- 
quirement for a notarized 
oath or for a physician's cer- 
tificate 

Voters should note that 
the only choices for 
requesting an _ absentee 
ballot is by using the 
Official, prescribed state or 
federal application form, or 
by making a request in 
writing. No other preprinted 
application will be accepted

said Shareese DeLeaver, 
spokeswoman for the Ehr- 
lich campaign.

"We've said all along that 
this was going to be a close 
race," said Len F 
Townsend campaign press 
secretary. "It’s more impor; 
tant now than ever that 
people exercise their consti- 
tutional right and civil re+ 
sponsibility to vote in this 
election.” 

The poll showed 7 per- 
cent undecided. Libertarian 
candidate Spear Lancaster 
received 1 percent. 

The survey was conduct- 
ed from Oct. 14 to Sunday 
among 840 registered Mary- 
land voters. The numbers 
show the race is up for 
grabs on Nov. 5, said Carol 
Arscott of Gonzales/Ar- 
scott. 

The company’s past polls 
showed Townsend held the 
lead early, with Ehrlich 
making steady gains since 
August. Ehrlich surpassed 
her by a narrow margin ear- 
lier this month. 

"It’s been proven in the 
past that you can win over- 
whelmingly by winning 
thréé Of the Midst populous 
jurisdictions in Maryland,” 
Arscott said referring to 
Baltimore, Prince George’s 
County, and Montgomery 
County. "You can lose that 
way as well.” 

"The idea that this would 
be a walkaway for the Dem- 
ocrats was a false premise 
anyway,” said Allan Licht- 
man, political analyst and 
chairman of the history de- 
partment at the American 
University. "It’s going to 
come down to getting out 
the vote." 

Montgomery County is 
key to Townsend, Lichtman 
said. But her vote there 
could be su by at- 
tacks by the sniper, who has 
killed. 10 people. and 
wounded three in the past 
three weeks. 

The poll showed Ehriich 
has 86 percent of the Re, 
publican vote in Maryland 
while Townsend only has 68 
percent of the Democratic 
vote, Those figures, Foxwell 
said, are typical of state 
Democratic numbers, Some 
pedple in the state register 
as Democrats, but vote Re+ 
publican so they can vote 
on important issues on the 
Democratic ticket during 
the primaries, he said. 

"She should be able to 
bring home a bigger Demo- 
cratic vote than that,” Licht- 
man said. “If she does, she 
will win."

Interestingly enough, however, less than a decade 
‘ago during the Clinton administration our nation was 
preparing for exactly the samé kind of military strike, 
not against Iraq, but against North Korea, and for 

precisely the same reason — a build-up of nuclear 
weaponry. Troops and equipment were mobilized, 
and detailed plans for an all-out attack on North 
Korea were finalized. A strike was just as imminent 
then as it evidently is today. A war with North Korea 
probably would have been considerably more costly 
then than one with Iraq today. 

Fortunately, though, intense diplomatic efforts 
were successful in convincing the North Koreans to 
back down from their planned nuclear arms prolifer 
ation (or so we thought at the time), and war was 


averted. 


The Clinton administration had decided that al-

the North Koreans to continue with their 
uild-up was a greater threat to this nation 


than deciding to go to war, and that apparently is the 
same position of the Bush administration in regard 
tO Iraq. It’s just that Bush, for whatever reason, has 
béen rattling the swords in a louder, more public 
manner than did Clinton. Time may, or may not, tell 
which PR method works better with the citizenry. 
But in both cases, the opposing nation was/has been 
put on notice that the United States simply will not 
tolerate the proliferation of nuclear weapons. 

|. The problem with North Korea, thought to have 
ibeen solved in 1994, has now resurfaced, with that 
nation’s admission last week that it has been going 
‘ahead with its development of a program to produce 
‘enriched uranium for use in a nuclear bomb. The 
lagreement reached if ’94 halted the much quicker 
production of plutonium, and evidently has been ad- 
ihered to by the Koreans, who could have produced 
‘enough plutonium to make at least 50 bombs by 
how. The acquisition of enough enriched uranium for 
production of a bomb will take considerably more 
time, fortunately — time to diplomatically try to 
force the Koreans to back off once again or face a 


military response. 


So, we live in tense, dangerous times, and the only 
‘real hope we have is for all of our allies to join with 


us in applying unbearable

er 

The counselor will collect 
available educational, medi- 
cal, and psychological re 
ports to gain insight into 
the client’s strengths and 
limitations.

THE RING 
Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 1:55 - Released 10/18/02 
lo paraphrase Forrest Gump, horror movies are like 
a box of chocolates: everyone has his own favorite kind. 
I’m much more a fan of chocolates than horror movies, 
but of this film genre, I think my favorite kind is The 
Ring. While some folks like them full of screams, jumps, 
and dripping knives, this movie captures the essence of 
horror in my idea of it. It is subtle, quiet, and deeply 
enigmatic, like a disturbing dream. To me, this is much 
more effective than special effects that beat you over the 
head. The acting is sufficient, not spectacular, but that is 
not really required if you have a director who can evoke 
the proper imagery. Gore Verbinski, the director behind 
such an eclectic list of films as the farcical 1997 children’s 
comedy Mouse Hunt and last year’s comedy-drama The 
Mexican, fits that description. Verbinski takes a medio- 
cre concept (from the novel by Kéji Suzuki, adapted by 
screenwriter Ehren Kruger, using some elements from 
Hiroshi Takahashi’s screenplay for the 1998 Japanese 
version called Ringu), and a fair but relatively unknown 
cast (Naomi Watts, Mulholland Drive, and Martin 
Henderson, Windtalkers), and uses his talent for creepy 
visual artistry to make it an effective horror film. : 
The only unfortunate thing about this movie is its 
clear similarity, in plot, to the much inferior August 
release Fear Dot Com. In that film, it was a website that 
killed its viewers, and it did so within 48 hours. This time 
it’s a video, and it gives them a full week. But both movies 
have a scary little girl, both have the victims seeing 
hallucinations and bleeding from the nose, and both have 
a man and a woman trying to figure it all out before they 
both become the next members of the six-foot-under 
club. The close conjunction of the two films’ release dates 
eliminates any speculation that one is an imitation ofthe 
other, but it doesn’t help to 166k like a Copycat. Unfortu- 
nately for Verbinski and company, this is the result 
Thestory starts when a Seattle teen (Amber Tamblyn) 
ind her three friends all die horrible deaths exactly at the 
same time, exactly 7 days after watching a weird video 
tape. The girl’s aunt, Rachel Keller(Watts), areporter for 
1 local newspaper, investigates the case and watches the 
tape, a short video full of unexplained images like dead 
horses, a burning tree, and a comely woman (Shannon 
Cochran) who looks in a mirror and is later seen leaping 
ff a cliff. Immediately after the film ends, Rachel re 
ceives a phone call with an ominous voice saying, "You 
have seven days.” She calls her ex-lover, a telecommuni 
ations expert named Noah (Henderson), and reluctantly 
shows it to him. Then the phone rings again 
As the days count down from the moment of Rachel’s 
viewing, she and Noah begin a frantic investigation of 
what the images could mean and who it is making the 
phone calls. During this period, they meet Richard 
Morgan (Brian Cox), the widower of the woman in the 
video, who harbors a dark secret. But the tension really 
gets high when Rachel’s little boy (David Dorfman) 
watches the tape and gets his call 
The Ring (whose title, in the midst of Lord Of The 
Rings =tmania, als6 T66ks unfortunateh-lerivative) cer- 
tainly gontains many stock elements of the genre, like 
creepy Images seén in mirrors, sleep-deprived zombie 
types that refuse to die, and red herrings, but somehow, 
director Verbinski is able to rise above the stereotypical

It’s not quite up to the quality of the star- 
studded Hannibal Lecter film Red Dragon, but it generally

FORMULA 51 
Rated R - Running Time: 1:32- Released 10/18/02 

Formula 51 is a better film than I expected it to be, 
but that isn’t saying much. Filmed mostly in Liverpool, 
England, it stars Samuel L. Jackson asa kilt-wearing ex- 
hippie American chemist who has invented a hot new 
recreational drug, ahd The Full Monty’s Robert Carlyle 
as an American-hating Liverpudlian hired to deliver 
Jackson’s character to a powerful drug lord wanting to 
make a deal. Moving along at a reasonably brisk pace, it 
delivers frenetic chase scenes, wacky camerawork, large 
doses of cartoonish violence, and witty but crude dialogue 
(I haven’t heard the "f-word" so many times since The 
Blair Witch Project), while wisely avoiding the tempta- 
tion to take itself too seriously. Written by freshman Stel 
Pavlou and directed by Hong Kong veteran Ronny Yu, 
whose only notable American release after decades of 
kung fu movies was 1998's Bride of Chucky, Formula 51 
was first released last December in England (and subse- 
quently just about everywhere else in the world) under 
the title The 51st State, until finally receiving a name 
change for its American release last week 

In an opening flashback to 1971, we learn that 
Jackson’s character, Elmo McElroy, started out as an 
aspiring California pharmacology student who, after 
being arrested for possession on the day he graduated, 
gave up legitimate medicine and became a bitter scientist 
bent on inventing a new party drug. Now it’s 30 years 
later, and he’s perfected a little blue pill called "POS-51," 
which he describes as "51 times stronger than cocaine, 51 
times more hallucinogenic than acid, 51 times more 
explosive than Ecstasy"...and I think there’s some more. 
Having agreed to a $20 million deal with a Liverpool 
crime boss (Ricky Tomlinson), he is met at the airport by 
Felix DeSouza (Carlyle), a petty thug who doesn’t even 
try to hide his hostility toward Americans, and whose 
only passion is football (soccer). But something goes 
terribly wrong with the appearance of Felix’s ex-girl- 
friend Dakota (Emily Mortimer), a master assassin 
working for American drug lord Lizard (Meat Loaf), an 
old associate of Elmo’s with a score to settle 

This film has several strikes against it, like a silly 
plot line niddied-with pretentious and unexplamed de- 
tails, and spotty talent (I have noidea why anyone would 
hire Meat Loaf, who cannot act his way out of a wet paper 
bag), but it survives mainly on the chemistry between its 
three leads, Jackson, Carlyle, and Mortimer, not to 
mention the never-disappointing Rhys Ifans, who adds 
yet another off-the-wall role to his list. Its violence is so 
gross and graphic it goes beyond realism to some point of 
absurdity; it is more comical than disturbing. Filmed two 
years ago and finally granted its American release during 
the October doldrums, it reeks ofa studio trying to cutits 
losses and make a few bucks before the stiffer competi- 
)f Oscar season arrives. As such it is a serviceable 
action thriller, but unless you’re really dying to see

he idea of living forever may seem attractive until 
you ponder all the ramifications of such a fate—watching 
everyone you know and care about grow old and die, 
never being able to escape issues jike overpopulation, 
war, and pollution, and having to listen to each succes- 
sive generation's crappy idea of music, Such things are 
addressed in Jay Russell’s whimeiee#fffitasy Tuck Bver- 
lasting, anew Disney Studios interpretation of the 1975

novel by Natalie Babbitt, adapted for the screen by 
Jeffrey Lieber and James V. Hart. It’s a complex idea 
given a simplistic treatment, but that’s not the fault of 
the filmmakers, who are simply following the childlike 
tone of Babbitt’s novel, which itself was aimed at the pre- 
teen demographic and is assigned reading in many 
middle-school classrooms. Simple or not, it’s got nice 
scenery (lensed by cinematographer James L. Carter, 
who also worked with director Russell on My Dog Skip) 
and features some not-too-shabby castmembers like 
Oscar-winners William Hurt, Sissy Spacek, and Ben 
Kingsley. They're not going to win any awards for their 
work here, but they certainly do as well as usual. 

The real star of this movie, however, is 19-year-old 
Alexis Bledel (Gilmore Girls), who plays wealthy, pam- 
pered, early-20th-century teen Winnifred Foster. Seeing 
life from behind the iron fence of her stately family home 
in Treegap, New York, Winnie craves adventure, but is 
kept strictly in check by her very proper mother (Amy 
Irving) and father (Victor Garber). But when they tell her 
she’s going to be sent off to boarding school, that’s it—she 
runs away from home, at least figuratively, since she 
ends up in the wood owned by her father. There she is 
startled by an attractive young man named Jesse Tuck 
(Jonathan Jackson), whois drinking water from a spring 
at the base of a huge tree with a "T” carved in its trunk. 

Next thing she knows, Winnie’s being kidnapped, 
taken back to Jesse’s country home on horseback by him 
and his brother Miles (Scott Bairstow), who apparently 
have some deep, dark family secret that can only be 
explained by their father Angus (Hurt) and mother Mae 
(Spacek). It seems that the spring is a "fountain of youth," 
with the power to stop the aging process and render the 
drinker immortal, and the Tucks are really hundreds of 
years old. While she stays at their home, she enjoys life 
like she never did before and becomes quite fond of them, 
especially Jesse, who suggests that she drink from the 
spring and join him in everlasting life. Meanwhile, her 
worried parents enlist the help of a mysterious man ina 
yellow suit (Kingsley), who has been following the Tucks 
for some time and seems to know their secret. He offers 
to bring Winnie back in exchange for ownership of the 
wood: however, his real intentions are more sinister, and 
when he finds her, something happens that threatens to 
tear the whole town apart 

There is something wistful about this movie; its tone 
seems as melancholy as its main character. I suppose it 
could be seen as a gentle way to discuss death with achild, 
as the pivotal scene involves Angus telling Winnie that 
living forever is unnatural and more of a sentence than 
a gift: "What we Tucks have, you can’t call living,” he 
says. "We just are, like rocks stuck by the side of the 
road.” But despite its sad feel, and the fact that it drags 
almost to a standstill in the middle, it’s quite beautiful 
visually and features fine performances by Bledel, Jack 
son, and the others. ****

Del. George Edwards, a 
long-time member of the 
Maryland House Appropri- 
ations Committee, was re- 
cently presented a 2002 
Legislative Appreciation 
Award by the Maryland As- 
sociation of Community 
Services (MACS) for Per- 
sons with Developmental 
Disabilities Inc. 

Bill Aspinall, 
director of Appalachian 
Crossroads and 14-year 
member of the MACS 
board of directors, present- 
ed the award to Edwards on 
behalf of his organization 

In 2001, lawmakers in 
the Maryland General As 
sembly approved legislation 
requiring that the state in- 
crease rates paid for sup- 
ports to persons with devel- 
opmental disabilities. The 
increased rates were to be 
used by community pro- 
grams to increase the wages 
paid to direct care staff 
over a five-year period 

This year was to be the 
first year that the funds 
were to be phased in. Faced 
with an economic downturn 
in the state’s economy in 
2002, however, budget com- 
mittees in the General As- 
sembly had difficult choices 
to make in order to balance 
the state’s budget. 

Edwards and other com- 
mittee members held to 
their original commitment, 
however, and approved the 
funding for increased rates.

Milk thistle is known as the “liver herb” be- 
cause it is used to treat and prevent liver prob- 
lems such as cirrhosis, chronic hepatitis, fatty

If it seems slow, wait for 
it...” (2:2,3). Typically, Habakkuk 
wants an answer right now. Typi- 
cally, God says that we should just 
be patient; it will be coming! And 
that is another age-old complaint 
from God's children: how long 
must we wait? 
God gives a two-part answer: 
“Behold, he whose soul is not 
upright in him shall fail, but the 
righteous shall live by his faith” 
(2:4). Without any reference to 
just when this will happen, God 
says the unrighteous persons will 
fail. In the five woes (2:6-19), 
Habakkuk spells out the why and 
how of that fall.

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Becky Cogley Doesn't Let Obstacles 
Get In Her Way Of Enjoying Life 


by Beth L. Bowers 

Most people have rou- 
tines that they follow each 
week — maybe it is grocery 
shopping every Friday or 
laundry every Wednesday 
night — but Becky Cogley’s 
weekly routine is a bit more 
strenuous. Once a week for 
the past four years she has 
been traveling to Cumber- 
land for chemotherapy 
treatment. That adds up to 
more than 200 treatments. 

One would think that 
undergoing such an ordeal 
for so long with no end in 
sight would cause a person 
to be unhappy or distraught, 
but it is quite the opposite 
with Becky 

"This is not the worst 
thing that can happen,” she 
said. "I am not going to die 
from cancer. I have a kid to 
raise. Bradley, 11, has kept 
me going. I don’t know 
where I'd be if I didn’t have 
him." 

This journey began in 
1993, when at the age of 32 
she was diagnosed with 
breast cancer and had a 
mastectomy. But, since her 
lymph nodes were clear, 
there was no further treat 
ment needed, according to 
the doctors. Preventive 
treatment with radiation or 
chemotherapy was not the 
treatment at that time, she 
explained. 

That was not her first 
major operation. At the age 
of 14, doctors placed a Har 
rington rod in her back to 
straighten her spine because 
of scoliosis, a curvature of 
the spine 

She said she had always 
dealt with some back pain, 
but she learned to compen 
sate over the years. But in 
1997, the back starting get 
ting worse. She said she 


went to five different doc- 
tors in three different states, 
and they all said the pain 
was from the rod in her 
back. 

She said she knew they 
were wrong and tried to tell 
them. The pain worsened to 
the point that she was un- 
able to go up steps and her 
legs would go numb. At 
that time, she had to quit 
work as a registered nurse in 
the emergency room at a 
Cumberland hospital. She 
has since been on perma- 
nent disability 

Her fight to discover 
what was wrong with her 
back was put on hold when 
she fell off a treadmill and 
broke her hip in April 1998. 

‘Never try taking off 
your shirt while on a tread 
mill, it just doesn’t work," 
she said, laughing 

After a long healing proc- 
ess, she saw a neurologist 
who immediately admitted 
her to the hospital, saying 
she had a tumor on her 
spine, which was shrunk by 
radiation 

"Radiation and a lot of 
prayers shrunk that tumor," 
she said 

The doctor also discov 
ered three pea-size spots on 
her brain, which were also 
reduced by radiation 

"The doctor told me he 
was.going to.nuke my brain 
too,” Cogley said. "He told 
me in a couple of years, | 
may think I am beginning to 
forget things. I told him if | 
lose any more brain matter | 
am in bad shape 

Chemotherapy continued 
into the next year when she 
had a stem cell transplant in 


May 1999. In this process, 
stem cells were harvested 
from her body and stored 


while she underwent a very

high dose of chemotherapy 
to remove any remaining 
cancer celis from the body. 
The stem cells were then re- 
turned to the body. Once in 
the body, the cells should go 
into the bloodstream and 
Start to make new blood 
cells 

Cogley said that during 
this ordeal, her weight 
dropped to 80 pounds and 
her father had to carry her 
into the house because she 
was too weak. She also lost 
all her hair-and her finger- 
nails several times 

Even after these different 
treatments, her cancer level 
was still increasing. Plus, 
she had lost inches from her 
petite frame of 5'5". All of 
the treatments were wearing 
away her bone density 

At the end of 1999, doc 
tors discovered that the can 
cer had gone into her liver 
After more treatments, she 
said she started to gain 


weight and was feeling bet- 
ter, when a bone scan in 
April 2002 showed that the 
cancer was now in her hip. 

The hip, which was not 
the one injured from the 
treadmill accident, was re- 
placed in July 2002. After a 
9'4 surgery, her hip was 
replaced using donor bone 
because her own bones were 
not big enough due to the 
lost density 

Early this fall, she said 
she felt like her hip bone 
was._cubbing against bone. 
Doctors determined that the 
new hip socket had worn 
through the donor bone and 
the pelvis had migrated two 
inches. The hip will have to 
be totally replaced 

In addition to the hip 
needing replaced, doctors 
also told Cogley that the 
"tumor was headed south." 

Becky's reply was, 
"What am I, a damn bird?" 

She added that the doc-

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DeArmon Optimistic Vs. Bartlett; 
Others Expect Repeat Of 2000

WASHINGTON 
Democrat Don DeArmon 
knows something about the 
upcoming election in Mary- 
land’s 6th District that 
seemingly no one else does 
— He is going to win. 

DeArmon’s sunny opti- 
mism is not dimmed by the 
fact that he lost convincing- 
ly in 2000 to Rep. Roscoe 
Bartlett, R-Frederick, and 
faces the five-term incum- 
bent again. 

Or that the district, 
which stretches from Har- 
ford County to the far west- 
ern end of the state, now 
includes fewer Democrats 
than during his last run 

Or the fact that he has 
raised only a third of the 
money that Bartlett has and 
has little to no support 
from Democratic Party offi- 
cials in Annapolis 

DeArmon sees victory on 
Nov. 5. 

"This district is a surprise 
waiting to happen," he said. 
"Rank-and-file Republicans 
are telling me this guy’s 
time is up." 

That came as a surprise 
to Bartlett as he munched 





an ice cream sandwich be- 
tween votes recently in an 
ormate lounge off the 
House floor. When asked 
about DeArmon's com- 
ments, he laughed. 

"DeArmon really thinks 
he is going to win?" Bartlett 
said, wiping a bit of melted 
ice cream from his mouth. 
"I think I've represented 
this district for 10 years be- 
cause I represent them.” 

DeArmon is aware of the 
challenges he faces in his 
campaign to defeat Bartlett. 
In their 2000 race, DeAr- 
mon captured a respectable 
109,136 votes, but failed to 
win any of the counties in 
the district. Bartlett beat 
him by almost 60,000 votes. 

And the district today is 
more conservative than it 
was then. State Democrats 
all but conceded the 6th 
District to Bartlett in this 
year’s redistricting, moving 
the more conservative parts 
of Montgomery, Harford, 
and Baltimore counties to 
his district in an effort to 
siphon GOP votes from the 
targeted 2nd and 8th dis- 
tricts. 

Rep. Robert Ehrlich, 
R-Timonium, left his 2nd 
District seat to run for gov- 
ernor this year, while Rep. 
Connie Morella, R-Bethes- 
da, is in a dead-heat against 
state Sen. Chris Van Hol- 
len, D-Montgomery, in the 
8th District 

"I'm glad to have a more 
conservative district, but I 
am sad that it has hurt my 
friends," Bartlett said. 

He said his campaign 
and issues have remained 
largely unchanged since he 
took office in 1993 — "Less 
government, less taxes.” 

Bartlett brings up his 
voting record without 
prompting. Yes, he voted

against President Bush’s 
popular education legisla- 
tion, the No Child Left 
Behind Act of 2001, and 
yes, he voted against a 
highway and transit con- 
struction bill. But he said 
he did so with good reason. 

"You couldn’t be for less 
government if you vote for 


all these appropriation 
bills," he said. 
Despite that, Bartlett 


said he is still fighting to 
get money for the district. 

But DeArmon said the 
votes on the highway and 
education bills show a real 
detachment between the 
voters and Bartlett. 

"I don’t think he can cite 
one major accomplishment 
for the 6th District since he 
has been up here,” DeAr- 
mon said. 

A career congressional 
staffer, DeArmon is more 
intimate with Bartlett’s rec- 
ord than Bartlett himself 
and can rattle off facts 
about his opponent effort- 
lessly. 

Bartlett’s voting record 
has earned him a lifetime 
ranking of 98 out of 100 
from the American Conser- 
vative Union. He has voted 
in favor of instant back- 
ground checks at gun 
shows, instead of a manda- 
tory three-day waiting peri- 
od. He is in favor of school 
vouchers and is pro-life. 

Bartlett has repeatedly 
introduced legislation to 
slop payment of dues to the 
United Nations. He sup- 
ported separate military 
basic training for men and 
women, and has twice tried 
to do away with Presidents 
Day, in favor of separate 
holidays for Presidents 
Lincoln and Washington 

DeArmon concedes that 
the race up until now has 
been "quiet" and a "real 
sleeper." But he says over 
the next few weeks, he will 
call Bartlett and his record 
to task 

But even if Bartlett’s rec 
ord did somehow anger 
constituents, DeArmon is 
not known by enough voters 
to take advantage of that, 
said pollster Patrick Gonza- 
les of Genzalés/Arscott Re- 
search, 

"He needs to maintain a

Gonzales said that DeAr- 
mon needs to work harder 
to get his name out to vot- 
ers. That means going to 
every event or forum in the 
district from now until Elec- 
tion Day, he said, and rais- 
ing more money to help get 
his name out to voters. 

"Name _ recognition is 
hard to come by, but money 
can buy you that,” Gonzales 
said. "My instinct is that I 
would be shocked if Bartlett 
would be vulnerable out 
there." 

DeArmon trails in fund 
raising. He had _ raised 
$63,806 as of Sept. 30 and 
had $39,365 on hand, ac- 
cording to filings with the 
Federal Elections Commis- 
sion. 

Bartlett, who reported 
raising $148,850 and spend- 


ing $170,522, still had 
$148,353 on hand as of 
Sept. 30, according to the 
FEC 


DeArmon is trying to 
overcome the anonymity of 
being Don DeArmon by 
walking through his pre- 
cincts, focusing on the new- 
ly added areas of the dis- 
trict. He is telephoning vot- 
ers with automatic messag- 
es. He is sending out mail- 
ings, plastered with his slo- 
gan of "You deserve better 
health care.” __ 

DeArmon mechanttath 
runs through his issues. He 
is against sprawl. He is for 
universal healthcare. He is 
for more federal money to 
education. But when asked 
for specifics on how he 
would achieve his goals, he 
is vague 
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State Democratic Party 
spokesman David Paulson 
uses words like “courag- 
eous” and "the right Demo- 
cratic candidate" to describe 
DeArmon. He said that the 
party is doing everything to 
help DeArmon win. Every- 
thing except put money be- 
hind it. 


"You hit the right tone at 
the right time and things 
happen,” Paulson said. "It’s 
a_tough conservative __dis- 
trict. He’s got a huge uphill 
battle.” 


The 6th District cam- 
paign is easily dismissed this 
year, when state parties 


have been focusing their at- 
tention and financial back- 
ing on much tighter House 
races in the 8th and 2nd 
districts, not to mention a 
high-profile gubernatorial 
race. 

"The party itself doesn’t 
do a whole lot out there 
anyway,” Paulson said of the 
western Maryland district. 

John Bambacus, a politi- 
cal science professor at 
Frostburg State University, 
said that Bartlett’s strong 


base in western Maryland 
forms a solid foundation for 
his incumbency. 

"I think he reflects a 
larger number of people in 
the western part of the dis- 


trict," said Bambacus, a 
former Republican state 
senator. "It’s clear that 


Congressman Bartlett is go- 
ing to win." 


DeArmon said that if he 
loses this time it is very un- 
likely he will run in 2004. 
But he believes that this 
election will be his. 

"There is no way to 
prove all the stuff I said un- 
less I win,” he said of his 
boasts.

Anopen door policy requires that the Sheriffis able to assist "everyone" who comesthrrough his door. 
Regardless ofthe situation the Sheriff (behind closed door) must beable to effectively communicate the laws, 
Criminal, civil and traffic, in orderto assist everyone.
